Time-base experiments 


Regarding your article on time-base er- 
ror (“Technically Speaking,” June ’90), 
it’s worth adding that all home-enter- 
tainment VCRs and videocassette play- 
ers exhibit time-base error to some 
degree. TV sets and monitor/receivers 
have circuitry that corrects for some er- 
ror in the source material: The degree to 
which a unit corrects is called its “pull- 
in range.” I experienced this type of 
problem and, after consulting service 
people and experimenting with several 
combinations, learned that VCRs with 
excessive time-base error (usually inex- 
pensive models) require TV sets or mon- 
itors with superior pull-in ranges 
(usually more expensive models). The 
converse would also be true.

Cable bills hang on 


After months of debate, discord and di- 
atribe, cable reregulation bills in both 
houses of Congress remain alive, but 
hardly kicking. Despite a recent Federal 
Communications Commission report 
that recommended legislative measures 
to increase competition in the industry, 
President Bush is likely to veto any re- 
regulation bill. 

Reregulation bills have been ap- 
proved by the telecommunications com- 
mittees of both houses. A compromise 
bill probably will emerge, and may come 
up for a vote before the three-month 
congressional recess that begins in Oc- 
tober. The Senate bill would guarantee 
cable competitors access to all program- 


ming, allow local governments to dictate | 


which channels cable operators must 
carry, and permit rate regulation in the 
absence of competition. The House bill 
is similar, but also limits foreign owner- 
ship of cable companies. 





U.S./Japan HDTV entry 
wins Moscow test 


A recent test in the Soviet Union com- 
pared high-definition TV standards pro- 
posed by European researchers with 
standards from American and Japanese 
labs. Although the European standard 
offers greater resolution, the testing 
group preferred the U.S./Japanese ver- 
sion hands down. The Soviet Union cur- 
rently uses the PAL standard common 
to most of Europe. But the results of this 
test could help persuade Russia —and 
maybe the world—to adopt the future 
American HDTV system. 

The proposed European standard 
produces 1,250 scan lines at 25 frames 
per second, while the U.S./Japanese 
standard delivers 1,125 scan lines at 30 
frames per second. While several 
HDTV systems have been proposed, 
most conform to one of these standards.

Hollywood’s little 
crop of horrors 


Four years ago this magazine published a 
story defending “splatter” movies — that 
is, horror films boasting unflinching, 
graphic violence. Since then, Holly- 
wood’s resistance to splatter has dimin- 
ished, as witnessed in recent mainstream 
blockbusters like Total Recall and Ro- 
boCop 2. The gore quotient in fright 
flicks has risen accordingly, and here are 
some of the bloodiest — and best — hor- 
ror movies of the last four years, pre- 
sented just in time for Halloween: 

e The Hitcher (1986; HBO). Glassy- 
eyed maniac Rutger Hauer tracks bewil- 
dered student C. Thomas Howell on the 
road, leaving a trail of severed human 
limbs in his wake. This is one of the 
most relentlessly mean-spirited movies 
ever, made all the more disturbing by 
the homicidal Hauer’s complete lack of 
any apparent motivation. 

e From Beyond (1986; Vestron). A sci- 
entist unleashes some nasty monsters 
from another dimension in director 
Stuart Gordon’s follow-up to his unfor-

gettable Re-Animator. As in that earlier 
classic, Gordon juggles Lovecraftian 
melodrama, deadpan humor, kinky sex, 
and buckets of blood, ably supported by 
whacked-out performances from Jeffrey 
Combs and Barbara Crampton. 

e Demons (1986; New World). Mov- 
iegoers turn into zombies in this ludi- 
crous gorefest from Lamberto Bava, son 
of Italian horrormeister Mario Bava. As 
moronic as they come, Demons nev- 
ertheless employs some gimmicks you’ve 
definitely never seen before. (At one 
point, a helicopter plunges through the 
theater’s ceiling to rescue the sur- 
rounded hero!) Easily the LOUDEST 
horror movie ever made. 

@ The Fly (1986; CBS/Fox). Jeff Gold- 
blum turns into the titular insect in 
genre master David Cronenberg’s first 
big mainstream success. Like many of 
Cronenberg’s best, The Fly traces the 
slow physical degeneration of its hero in 
agonizing detail, but beyond all the pus, 
ooze and vomit is a compelling character 
whose demise is, ultimately, heartbreak- 
in 


welcome humor (the killer is partial to 
red Ferraris and speed metal music). 
MacLachlan’s performance as an alien 
cop looks more and more like a dry run 
for his role as the spacey Agent Cooper 
on Twin Peaks. 

e Near Dark (1987; HBO). Kathryn 
Bigelow (Blue Steel) directed this stylish, 
atmospheric vampire western. Lance 
Henriksen leads a vanload of blood- 
suckers on a Sun Belt rampage, high- 
lighted by a massacre in a redneck bar 
that’s one of the most brutal sequences 
you'll ever see in a horror film. A gor- 
geously executed, ingenious addition to | 
vampire movie lore. | 

e Bad Dreams (1988; CBS/Fox). Unfairly | | 
slagged as a Nightmare on Elm Street rip- | | 
































e Evil Dead 2 (1987; Vestron). Camp- 
ers fight off demonic possession in Sam 
Raimi’s hilarious remake of his 1983 The 
Evil Dead. The highlight of this hyperac- 
tive thriller is the hero’s duel to the 
death with his own right hand! Filled 
with goofy camera angles and consis- 
tently inventive gags, and topped by a 
wonderful epilogue, Evil Dead 2 is as 
close to a live-action cartoon as any- 
thing else. 

@ Hellraiser (1987; New World). A 
man explores new dimensions in plea- 
sure and pain via a sort of demonic 
Rubik’s Cube. Clive Barker’s directorial 
debut isn’t as masterful as his gut- 
wrenching fiction, but this mix of 
graphic sadomasochism and sweaty, 
nasty sex is unforgettable. And the 
alien “Pinhead” remains one of the 
most vividly realized movie monsters 
of the last few years. 

e The Hidden (1987; Media). 
Kyle MacLachlan and Michael 
Nouri chase down a homicidal 
extraterrestrial body-shifter. Di- 
rector Jack Sholder delivers 
plenty of jolts along with some

off, Bad Dreams features Richard Lynch 
as a cult leader who, after engineering a 
Jonestown-style mass suicide, haunts the 
dreams of the only survivor. A nifty twist 
midway through the movie makes this 
clever low-budget thriller worthwhile. 

e The Lair of the White Worm (1989; 
Vestron). A slinky seductress sacrifices 
nubile young virgins to a giant snake god 
in this feverish fantasy from the always 
unpredictable Ken Russell. The Bram 
Stoker story is updated with a healthy 
dose of campy humor (you aren’t sup- 
posed to miss the phallic suggestion in 
the title), but it’s Amanda Donohoe’s 
luscious performance as the snake-wor- 
shipper that makes this one memorable.

bargain city 
When director Volker Schlondorff 


looked into his crystal ball to decide 
what the near future would look like in 
The Handmaid's Tale, (HBO Home Vid- 
eo), he saw clothing by Sears, furnish- 
ings by K-Mart. 

“It had to be in the future, and yet 
had to look familiar,” says Schlondorff, 
an Americanized German (by way of 
France) who specializes in adapting lit- 
erary works to the screen. (The Hand- 
maid’s Tale started as Margaret Atwood’s 
futuristic novel about an authoritarian 
society in which young women are en- 
slaved for breeding purposes.) “We com- 
posed this future out of the cheapest 
elements of our present. Whatever the 
future is going to be it’s going to be 
cheap. There’s pollution, civil war, and 
they don’t have much.” 

Natasha Richardson plays the hand- 





maid who comes 
to live in the 
house of a govern- 
ment official (Ro- 
bert Duvall) and 
his sterile wife 
(Faye Dunaway). 
Through a pseu. 3 
do-religious cere- Handmaid's Atwood 
mony, the young and Schlondorff 
handmaid is impregnated by the com- 
mander, while lying between the legs of 
the wife. If it is humiliating to imagine, it 
was even more humiliating to film, says 
Schlondorff. 

“This scene could either be totally 
embarrassing or hilarious. It’s very hard 
to ask actors to do that, because they are 
the ones who have to drop their pants. 
And we're not talking any actors here.” 

Richardson’s comment on the 
scene? “I saw how well the others were 
coping, so what can you do? You go off 
in a corner, have a little cry, take a deep 
breath, and you start over.”

I use Sony NP-66 batteries on my 
8mm camcorder. Should I store the 
batteries fully charged or fully dis- 
charged when I’m not using them?

| Sony's NP-66 battery, like other 
"batteries sold for their camcorders 
(and similar models sold under other 
brand names), is nickel-cadmium. Such 
batteries have a tendency to lose their 
charge faster than lead-acid batteries. If 
you store the batteries fully charged, you 
may find they have discharged when you 
go to use them several weeks later. Store 
them discharged, and charge them a day 
or two before use. 

If you charge the battery after using 
it for only a short time (10 minutes or 
so), it will memorize this short-term cy- 
cle, and the charge won’t last as long. 
(Depending on the camcorder, a new 
NP-66 should deliver from 60 to 90 min- 
utes of continuous recording.) This can 
be cured by completely discharging the 
battery. To do this, leave the camcorder 
on, without a tape in it, until it automat- 
ically shuts itself off, indicating battery 
exhaustion. Then recharge the battery. 

Don’t store a battery on the cam- 
corder or attached to the recharger, 
since a small amount of current flows 
even when the camcorder is off, contrib- 
uting to rapid discharge. Also, remove a 
freshly charged battery from the charger 
to avoid overcharging, which can also 
degrade battery life. 

Given these quirks, it’s difficult to 
keep a camcorder and a battery ready 
for spontaneous videos. My solution was 
to purchase Sony's EBP-55 battery case 
($21 from Sony dealers), which uses six 
AA alkaline batteries to deliver about 
45 minutes of recording time.

ware companies. As you’ve discovered, 
the system isn’t foolproof —some makes 
and models of VCRs, especially older 
machines, can defeat the signal. 

There's nothing wrong with your 
new VCR, but its circuitry is typical of 
many newer models, which are adjusted 
to make it more difficult to copy Macro- 
vision-encoded tapes.

arlier this year Business Week re- 

ported that economists expect the 

90s to be the Decade of the Cus- 

‘tomer—a decade in which people 
gravitate to companies that spend what- 
ever time and money is necessary to en- 
sure customer satisfaction. Even though 
it’s still early in the decade, we decided 
to check on the state of customer ser- 
vice at leading video manufacturers. 

We found that most will go beyond 
providing product literature and dealer 
referrals. In fact, many companies are 
willing to bend over backward to win 
your good will, especially if something 
goes wrong through no fault of your 
own. 

Most customer service representa- 
tives are trained to answer a variety of 
commonly asked questions and to pass 
technical questions on to specialists. 
The more complex your question, the 
more likely you'll be passed along, may- 
be more than once, in search of an an- 
swer. If you want to know how to use 
two cable boxes to feed five TV sets, or 
how to add a satellite dish, surround 
sound or a video enhancer to an existing 
system, take heart—the answers are 
there. Prepare to be patient, polite and 
to the point. 

If you have questions before making 
a purchase, take the time to contact 
customer service departments of the 
various brands you're considering. In ad- 
dition to finding answers, you'll be able 
to sample their attitudes — something 
that can’t be described in a chart or in 
pages of product description. Through 
our own questioning, we discovered 
seven major types of help that compan- 
ies can provide: 

e Operating and installing assistance. 
This covers clarifications about basic 
functions as well as operations that may 
not be in the owner’s manual, such as 
how to successfully link the product to a 
variety of other components. Most calls 
to customer service involve operations 
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to program the VCR is a frequent re- 
quest. But if your questions are at the 
complex end of the spectrum, customer 
service representatives are trained to 
consult the technical staff to track down 
answers. 

You'll get better service if you can 
boil down your problem to a single sen- 
tence. If the question is fairly technical, 
suggest that perhaps a technical person 
should call you back, and be prepared 
with a phone number where and when 
you can be easily reached. 

e Comparison shopping. If you’ve read 
previews about a new leading-edge prod- 
uct, most customer service departments 
can tell you when the product is des- 
tined to be on U.S. shelves, and can sup- 
ply up-to-date information about

features, functions and prices. Within 
their own brand, they can also clarify 
differences among models up and down 
the current product line. 

@ Owner's manual replacement. If you 
need a new manual, customer service 
can help. Most video manufacturers 


keep a supply for recent and current | 


models in stock. For older models, many 
manufacturers can provide photocopies 
of manuals which they no longer have 
in stock. 

e Help with complaints about dealers or 
authorized service companies. When 
things are not going well, customer ser- 
vice departments can put a stop to your 
feeling like you’re being given a run- 
around. Centrally organized companies 
are set up to help wheels turn more 
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quickly and efficiently from headquar- 
ters. Decentralized companies give lots 
of problem-solving authority to regional 
offices and individual dealers, servicers 
and distributors. 

Customer service should know the 
fastest way to solve your problem —and 
will refer you to a person who has 
enough clout to get the job done. 

e Packing and moving. If you’re faced 
with moving to a new location and no 
longer have your components’ boxes 
and packing materials, practically all 
manufacturers can give you advice on 
preparing video gear for transit. Sony 
and Toshiba provide materials upon re- 
quest, and other companies may have 
what you need. It’s worth a call to find 
out

Here are four tips for getting help over the phone from 
companies or dealers when something goes wrong with 
one of their products, even if the warranty may already 
have expired. The basic idea is to keep cool and take 
notes. If you can do this, you stand a much better 
chance of getting a company to deal with your problem 
quickly and effectively. 

e Call when you're calm. You'll get further, faster if 
your emotions are under control. Call before you get tru- 
ly frustrated or, if it’s too late for that, postpone the call 
until you get a grip on yourself. 

e@ Arm yourself with info. Before your first call, start a 
log. Write down the model and serial numbers of the 
item you're calling about and its date and place of pur- 
chase. Summarize the problem in one short sentence, 
then write it down and use it to start your discussion 
with customer service. 

e Keep a record of who says what. Note the name of 
each person you speak to—as well as the date, the time 
and any action he or she promises. As you hang up, 
agree on a date for a follow-up conversation. Setting a 
specific time often helps others meet their commitments. 

e@ Try to be reasonable. Being abusive may make you 
feel better, but it’s not likely to elicit the most useful re- 
sponse. If you're not satisfied with the help you're 
getting, ask to speak with a supervisor. If you're in an 
emotional state, hang up and regroup, then call again 
and ask to speak with someone else. —CB

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Edit as you go—the art of live switching

Most camcorder photogs shoot an event 
then simply watch the raw footage. 
Some go to the trouble of editing their 
tapes into short films, a time-consuming 
task however much fun it may be. But 
when it comes to camcorders, one plus 
one can equal three — especially when 
planned performances are involved. 
There’s a way you and a friend can link 
your camcorders to shoot and edit while 
the action you're snaring actually takes 
place. 

The technique is called live switch- 
ing, and professionals use it to shoot TV 
programs all the time. Not only will it 
give you a more polished tape more 
quickly, it will sharpen your directing 
skills and send a heady rush of ad- 
renaline through your system as you ex- 
perience the challenge of calling shots. 

We used live switching to shoot a re- 
hearsal video for a talented new heavy 
metal band called A.K.A., managed by a 
friend who goes by the unlikely name of 
Crockey. The band needed help fine-tu- 
ning its act and Crockey challenged us 
to rise to the occasion. We couldn’t re- 
sist. 

The five members of A.K.A. had 
written a group of songs they would soon 
perform live. They were satisfied with 
the music but were still trying to polish 
their onstage look. The problem was 
that they could not see how well their 
act was working or properly judge its en- 
tertainment value. They especially 
wanted all their body moves to be per- 
fect for this appearance because the 
band had just gotten its big break. They 
are the first artists to be signed by a new 
record label called Elektra Rising, 
backed by Elektra Records and headed 
by Van Halen. 

Crockey knew that a lot of television 
shows are shot with two or more cam- 
eras connected to a switcher so that

shots from all the cameras can be re- 
corded on one piece of videotape to pro- 
duce a finished show. A.K.A. wanted to 
do the same thing so that band members 
could see themselves as an audience 
would see them. But the cost of hiring a 
professional production company to do 
the job was prohibitive. 

The band could have recorded its 
performance on two isolated camcorders 
then edited the tapes together, but it

would have taken a lot of time to edit 
two tapes into a rough edit master. 
Meanwhile, the performers would be sit- 
ting around waiting. In addition, both 
camcorder operators would be framing 
their own shots. No one person would 
be making decisions about the content 
or framing of individual shots. They 
might duplicate some shots while miss- 
ing others entirely. There was just no 
way to control such a shoot. 

A live, switched shoot was the only 
answer for A.K.A. Indeed, it may well 
prove to be a useful, inexpensive way for 
other performance-oriented video buffs 
to test their acts before going in front of 
an audience — be it at a community the- 
ater, a dance recital or a school play. 

Still, switching between camcorders 
during a performance is a challenge that 
requires working out a few technical 
problems and putting up with certain 
limitations of consumer-grade equip- 
ment. For example, there’s the lack of 
synchronization between camcorders, a 
problem common to all video signals not 
in sync with each other. This causes a 
glitch when the director switches cam- 
corders. In our setup, the glitch lasted 
about 30 frames, or one second. It 
looked like a vertical roll and appeared 
in the recording. 

If you can put up with this type of 
minor aberration, here’s what you'll 
need to arrange a two-camera live, 
switched shoot. First, gather two cam- 
corders, a VCR (or another camcorder), 
three TV sets or monitors, and a special 
effects generator (SEG) or any device 
with two video inputs and one video 
output. You'll also need two.Y connect- 
ors, two long video cables and two long 
audio cables, four short video cables and 
an audio cable. Gaffer’s tape and simple 
walkie-talkies, preferably the headset 
type, are also handy to have around. 

For the A.K.A. shoot, our “studio 
cameras” were Ricoh’s Hi8 R-800H, 
which was hand-held, and Canon’s 8mm 
VM-E2N, mounted on a tripod. Both 
were powered by their AC adapters. 
Each camcorder was wired with a 20- 
foot cable that ran from its video- 
out jack to one arm of its own Y con- 
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nector. Each Y connector was plugged 
into the video-in jack of our master con- 
trol switcher, a Sansui AV-99 SEG. We 
used gaffer’s tape to secure the cables to 
the camcorders since RCA phono jacks 
are not really designed for this kind of 
use. 
The second arm of each Y connector 
was wired to a video monitor so that the 
director could see the output from each 
camcorder and tell each operator what 
shot he wanted. I talked to my cam- 
corder operators through the walkie- 
talkies, in this case, units from the My 
First Sony line for kids. Our switcher has 
two video inputs and two video outputs, 
so that in its normal configuration it can 
switch from VCR A to VCR B and vice 
versa. It also has two video outputs for 
monitors, one for viewing the shot you 
are working with and another to moni- 
tor any effects the AV-99 generates. 

Since a video signal doesn’t care if 
it’s going to a monitor or a VCR, we 
connected the video-out jack for the ef- 
fects monitor to our recording machine, 
which was not a VCR but another cam- 
corder, the Magnavox CVK-610. 

You'll remember that we had already 
hooked up our two monitors to the 
switcher-so that we could see the output 
of the individual camcorders to let us 
judge what to record on our master tape. 
We hooked the RF output from the 
CVK-610 to the RF input on our TV set. 
This became our switched program 
monitor. 

The audio was simple for us because 
A.K.A. had a professional audio board, 
and we just wired the mixed audio out of 
the board to the audio-in jack on the 


Magnavox camcorder. If your studio (or

basement) doesn’t have this conve- 
nience, use the camcorders’ micro- 
phones and plug two long audio cables 
into the two audio inputs on the switch- 
er. Or you can use two wireless mics, 
and eliminate the extra audio cables. 

Just as we thought we were ready to 
roll tape, we realized the color from our 
two studio camcorders didn’t match 
even after we white-balanced them. The 
Canon’s picture was a little warmer than 
the Ricoh’s. We fooled the white bal- 
ance on the Canon by showing it a pink 
“While you were out” telephone mes- 
sage slip while putting the camcorder in 
its auto white balance mode. This took 
care of the video matching problem. 

During the shoot, only the CVK-610 
was recording. Neither of the two studio 
camcorders were recording, although 
they could have if we had wanted them 
to. Had they recorded, we could have 
used their tapes to clean glitches on the 
master tape, to change or add special ef- 
fects, or just as backup in case some- 
thing went wrong with the master 
recording. 

If your SEG can handle fades or 
wipes, don’t overlook these transitions 
when directing your two-camera shoot. 
They won’t eliminate glitches caused by 





switching, but they can make them less 














obvious. Adding such transitions on the 
run makes live switching a little more 
complicated, so your timing is crucial to 
its success. 

For a wipe, first wipe out the outgo- 
ing signal to video black or another col- 
or, although black works best. Next, 
switch the recording VCR or camcorder 
to the new incoming video. Then wipe 
in the new video. Then get set to do it 
again. You can do the same thing with 
fades. 

In fact, Sima has introduced two 
simple video switchers that automat- 
ically fade video in or out while you 
manually switch from one source to the 
other. The basic Ed/it 1, priced at 
$129.95, fades video in and out and au- 
dio up and down simultaneously. The 
Ed/it 2, for $179.95, adds the ability to 
mix in additional audio either through 
the mic that comes with the Ed/it 2 or 
through some other recorded source. 

If you want to get the feel of being a 
professional TV director by calling the 
shots live, give this two-camera setup a 
try. Any switching device will work, pro- 
vided it has two video inputs and at least 
one video output. We even hooked the 
two studio camcorders up to an RCA 
VJM 2023 monitor/receiver and it worked 
fine. This set has two video inputs, 
one intended for a VCR and the other 
for a laserdisc player or a second VCR. 

The point of our exercise was to help 
A.K.A. improve its look. And it suc- 
ceeded — without the expense of renting 
pro equipment and hiring a crew. It was 
also a lot of fun, for all of us. Try it the 
next time some performers you know 
need help, or just to experience the ex- 
citement of directing. a

Fisher 8mm fuzzy 
logic camcorder 


Although the Sanyo/Fisher Corporation 
was one of the earliest to field 8mm 
equipment, it is not usually associated 
with breakthrough technology. The 
Fisher FVC-880 is different because it is 
among the first camcorders to use fuzzy 
logic. Fuzzy logic is a form of artificial in- 
telligence that works with analog-type 
information instead of the usual yes/no 
pattern of digital logic. 

Fisher’s new Studio-Standard model 
applies fuzzy logic to autofocusing prob- 
lems. A field of view typically contains 
objects at varying distances from the 
lens. Digital logic can focus on only one 
object at a time. When confronted with 
multiple subjects, most camcorders with 
digital autofocus go crazy, focusing first 
on one object then another. This is often 
referred to as hunting. In contrast, fuzzy 
logic looks at many objects at different 
distances, chooses a compromise setting 
and stays put—it doesn’t seesaw in and 
out of focus. 

We've always favored leaving the 
autofocus off and occasionally using the 
one-shot AF button. Fisher’s application 
of fuzzy logic for focusing is a step for- 
ward but it must now be perfected. The 
FVC-880 also uses fuzzy logic for auto 
iris, where it seems to work almost per- 
fectly as well as unobtrusively. 

The FVC-880’s radical new shape is 
apparent long before a user dis- 
covers the benefits of fuzzy 
logic. The camcorder is

wide and flat—the user holds it some- 
what like binoculars. Average users 
should find it very comfortable. Fisher 
wisely placed the zoom rocker on the 
left side to force two-handed operation, 
which steadies the picture. However, 
taping for extended periods tires the 
arms, and it is awkward to tuck the el- 
bows into the waist for extra support. 
The remainder of the design is rela- 
tively basic, with six shutter speeds up to 
1/4000-second, completely automatic 
white balance, optional manual iris (but 
no backlight compensator), auto fade, 
edit search, one-title memory, eight-col- 
or superimposition and date imprinting. 
A supplied remote lets the operator 
get into the picture and control basic 
functions from there, however, zoom 
cannot be controlled from the remote. 
The new design and control layout is a 
great first step in a new direction. 
Description. The FVC-880 looks 
like a large, black sandwich with a wrist 
strap. It’s supposed to feel like a 
pair of binoculars, but is 
wider and doesn’t

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bend in the center. Both sides are 
rounded. The camera section sits to the 
left. 

Along that side are the focusing win- 
dow; buttons for macro, auto fade, shutter 
speed and one-touch AF; and an auto/ 
manual focus switch. There’s also an in- 
dented rotary control for manual iris. A 
bulge near the back holds jacks for video 
and audio, a switch that determines 
whether they function as inputs or out- 
puts, and a DC out jack for the RF 
adapter. The top of the left edge holds 
two rockers, a large one for zoom and a 
smaller one that delivers normal-speed 
scene search in record mode. 

The electronic viewfinder sits on 
top, and is hinged at its forward end. 
The viewing hood must be extended 
and locked with a twist before the user 
focuses the magnifier. The camera/off/ 
video standby switch occupies the cen- 
ter rear of the top and a bump extending 
forward holds buttons for counter mem- 
ory and reset, date and adjust, rewind/ 
search, play, fast forward/search, stop, 
pause/still and record. 

A catch on the right side lets the 
user raise the top right side for access to 
the cassette hatch. A blue eject button 
hides inside, along with the cassette car- 





tiage, which slides out before popping 
up. 

The front holds the microphone, an 
earphone jack and the lens. The lens 
cap stores on the security strap while 
shooting. Most of the rear panel is nor- 
mally covered by the battery, which 
slides onto grooves. To its right sits the 
red run/stop trigger; to its left, buttons 
for title on/off, memory and color. 

The title memory captures a high- 
contrast image that can be superim- 
posed on a picture in one of eight colors 
during record or playback. 

The remote control is small, simple 
and light, with all camcorder controls 
except start/stop grouped at the front. 
This group comprises buttons for title 
on/off, memory and color; counter reset 
and memory, and date. The VCR con- 
trols further back include a pair of re- 
cord buttons and others for pause/still, 
minus and plus scene search, rewind/ 
search, play, fast forward/search. Fur- 
thest down are buttons for stop and 
camcorder start/stop. 

Operation. Using the camcorder is 
easy if you have a large hand. If your 
hand is small, you:may have to stretch a 
bit to reach some controls. The right

down, eject, repeat, one-touch record 
controls, jog/shuttle activation and the 
usual transport controls. 

The remote control operates two 
Mitsubishi VCRs and a Mitsubishi TV. 
Its top is divided into three areas. The 
lowest contains the jog/shuttle dial, its 
LED indicator, the activator button, and 
a button that calls up the main menu. 
The middle area has buttons for power/ 
programmed record, video/TV, TV and 
VCR operation, audio function up and 
down, video function up and down, vol- 
ume and channel up and down, last chan- 
nel recall, mute, record, data onscreen 
and transport controls. 

The front portion swings upward to 
reveal buttons for VCR A, VCR B, skip 
search, index minus and plus, OTR, in- 
put select, repeat, antenna A/B, cancel, 
enter and ten-digit keypad. 

Operation. Using the HS-U82 is a 
little complicated, partly because it has 
so many features but partly because of 
the new manual. The menu system elim- 
inates buttons that would otherwise clue 
a user in to some features. 








The somewhat forbidding manual 
lists some features under common 
names, others under uncommon ones 
and others not at all. For example, play- 
back of LP tapes is apparently not men- 
tioned. The manual, although accurate, 
reads like a cross between a school text- 
book and a sophisticated cookbook. The 
best bet for learning the machine is trial 
and error using a spare tape. 

After learning the machine, the user 
will be pleased with how well many of 
the features operate, especially the very 
fast search speed, tuning, timer pro- 
gramming, the data screen and the mul- 
tiple-device control capability. Other 
operations, like menu selections and jog/ 
shuttle adjustments, can be awkward if 
the user is accustomed to more straight- 
forward VCRs. Despite these comments, 
we rate ease of operation as very good to 
excellent. 

Performance. The HS-U82 deliv- 
ers over 400 lines of resolution in 
S-VHS and 240 to 250 lines in VHS. 
The unweighted luminance signal-to- 
noise ratio in S-VHS is 43.8 decibels at 
SP and 42.8 dB at EP, while the weight- 
ed luminance S/N is 50.4 dB at SP and 
49 dB at EP. The unweighted video S/N 
in VHS is 46 dB at SP and 46.3 dB at EP. 


The weighted video S/N is 50.1 dB at SP 
and 51.5 dB at EP. 

The chroma AM S/N is 49.8 dB at 
SP and 45.7 dB at EP, while the chroma 
PM S/N is 46.3 dB at SP and 42.8 dB at 
EP. The luminance S/N could stand 
slight improvement, but the chroma 
measurements are exceedingly high. Pic- 
ture quality is excellent. 

The audio frequency response of the 
hi-fi tracks is 20 Hertz to 20 kilohertz, 
+ 1.4/-2.3 dB, with a dynamic range of 
90.2 dB and a total harmonic distortion 
of 0.3 percent. The frequency response 
of the mono linear track at the -3 dB 
points is 100 Hz to 12 kHz at SP and 80 
Hz to 5 kHz at EP with an S/N of 43.6 
dB and a total harmonic distortion of 1.2 
percent. Audio quality is excellent. 

Conclusion. The HS-U82 has ex- 
cellent picture and sound which justify 
its $1,699 price and very good to excel- 
lent ease of operation. Some of the fea- 
tures one expects on a top-grade VCR 
are absent or buried in menus, making 
them less accessible. The manual de- 
serves an A for effort but needs work. 
Overall performance is excellent for ca- 
sual users, but only very good for sophis- 
ticated users. It is an excellent source 
machine for dubbing.

very video embodies a way of seeing. 

Even amateur tapes of simple scenes 

from family life tell us something, if 

only a little, about the person wield- 
ing the camcorder. The videographer’s 
perspective colors even casual shots. 
And so does the camcorder’s: If we 
know how to look, videos tell us also 
about the camcorders used to shoot 
them. 

We see first of all how different a 
video image is from a photograph. Its 
texture, its field of view, its perspectives, 
its treatment of motion all signify the 
presence of a distinctive medium. And 
less obviously, a distinctive system of op- 
tics. 

Half camera and half VCR, cam- 
corders are the centaurs of consumer 
electronics, ingeniously compressing two 
separate components into compact de- 
vices barely larger, in some cases, than 
the 35mm cameras they are increasingly 
coming to resemble. Yet, while they 
share much with 35mm cameras, the 
cameras inside camcorders are as differ- 
ent from SLRs as electronic keyboards 
are from pianos. 

We're going to take you on an eye- 
opening excursion into the heart of

ANATOMY OF A ZOOM 

Zoom lenses are the optical hearts of 
consumer camcorders. Although they’re 
still specialized options for film cameras, 
their presence on camcorders is taken 
for granted. Complex and costly, they 
give camcorders extraordinary reach 
and flexibility, yet sometimes weigh no 
more than a few ounces. 

All zooms are made of a multitude of 
lens elements—up to 12 in a typical de- 
sign — using a variety of glasses and plas- 
tics. Each element has a unique set of 
curvatures and each plays a specific role 
in correcting or compensating for lens 
aberrations that would otherwise occur. 
Some move almost constantly, at times 
in opposite directions. Designs for the 
elements and their arrangement vary

from company to company, yet cam- 
corder zooms share important principles. 

Most are divided into three groups 
of elements: the variator, the relay and 
the compensator. Variator elements 
move backward and forward to adjust a 
lens’ focal length. They actually com- 
prise a variable telescope within the 
larger lens, producing a so-called virtual 
image, which the relay section —a group 
of normal, fixed focal-length elements — 
projects onto a sensor. The compensator 
elements keep the image in focus on the 
sensor as the variator shifts back and 
forth. 

Beyond this three-part structure, 
zoom lenses vary greatly. For example, 
the elements that focus on a subject can 
be either in front of or behind the varia- 
tor group. The former arrangement al- 
lows simple manual focusing by twisting 
an external focusing ring. Internal focus- 
ing elements usually require a motor- 
driven, switch-activated control. Some 
zoom lenses, like those on Panasonic’s 
Compact VHS Palmcorders, even do 
without compensators because their au- 
tofocus systems are programmed to do 
the job. 

Recent camcorders, like Panasonic's 
PV-660, which have electronic image 


| stabilization and electronic zooming, 


rely on electronics, not optics, for these 


enhancements. The electronics massage

the output of the lens’ image sensor. In 
the case of zooming, the central portion 
of the sensor’s signal is electronically en- 
larged to fill the whole frame. Since the 
central portion of a lens’ image is the 
easiest part to process without aberra- 
tions, the task adds no new burdens to 
the optical system. It becomes the sen- 
sor’s job to maintain the image quality at 
the enlarged ranges. 


SENSOR SIZE 

Solid-state image sensors in cam- 
corders take the place of film in cam- 
eras. Light, relatively inexpensive, 
durable and simply aligned, these re- 
markable chips contribute much to 
making camcorders easy to use. In con- 


sumer models, they come either as a 
charge-coupled device (CCD) or as a 
metal oxide semiconductor (MOS) chip 
in one of three sizes: 2/3 of an inch, 
half-inch and 1/3-inch. Half-inch chips 
are the most widely used. The larger 
sensors are found in some Hi8 cam- 
corders and professional cameras, and 
the smaller ones in many of the newest 
ultra-miniature models, both 8mm and 
Compact VHS. 

The size of a sensor does affect a 
camcorder's optical design. But, con- 
trary to popular belief, it bears no direct 
relationship to image quality. A bigger 
chip doesn’t necessarily deliver a better 
picture. The practice of referring to an 
image sensor by its size in inches is mere-

ly a convention inherited from the days 
of imaging tubes, when Vidicons, Satic- 
ons, Plumbicons and the like were de- 
scribed by the size of the outer diameter 
of their tubes. And just as the active, 
image-sensing areas of the tubes were 
smaller than their nominal sizes, so the 
image-sensing areas of chips are a few 
millimeters smaller than the stated sizes 
of solid-state sensors. 

The real significance of sensor size is 
its role in miniaturization. As sensors 
shrink, so can lenses—with no loss in 
picture quality. And small, light lenses 
are easier and less costly to produce. 


FIELDS OF VIEW 


Camcorder lenses are often touted 
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INSIDE OPTICS 


in terms of their zoom ranges; that is, 
whether they're 6x, 8x, 10x, or, in rare 
cases, 12x (a factor also expressed in ra- 
tio form as 6:1, 8:1, etc.). Unlike sensor 
size, this is a useful concept, but it’s in- 
complete. To get the whole picture, it’s 
necessary to know a lens’ field or angle 
of view, which describes how much of a 
given scene a lens can capture. 

You can determine a lens’ field of 
view if you know the two extreme focal 
lengths between which a lens can zoom. 
These numbers, expressed in millime- 
ters, are usually right on the lens barrel. 
For a simple lens, like a magnifying glass, 
the focal length is the distance from the 
center of the lens to the point where 
light from an essentially infinite distance 
converges. If you try to scorch a piece of 
paper with a magnifying glass, its focal 
length is simply the distance from the 
lens to the point of sunlight that triggers 
the smoke. For a zoom lens, the focal 
length is the distance from the focal 
point to the whole assembly’s optical 
center, which changes according to the 
zoom setting. 

Using focal lengths, the sensor size 
and a dash of trigonometry, it’s a simple 
matter to calculate a lens’ angles of 
view. The accompanying chart (page 40) 
illustrates how these angles vary across 
zoom ranges and sensor sizes, as 
well as how they compare to viewing 
fields for common 35mm film lenses. 
(Since the chart data are derived from 
calculations, not actual lens measure- 
ments, specific brands of lenses may vary 








slightly from these viewing fields.) 

The chart shows how lenses with 
identical zoom ratios — 6x or 8x, for ex- 
ample — may cover different fields of 
view. This happens when their focal 
ranges differ. Looking at the chart, we 
can see that even though lenses ranging 
from 9 to 54mm and from 11 to 66mm 
may both use half-inch sensors, their 
viewing fields vary by several degrees. 
Especially noteworthy are the different 
viewing fields for camcorders that range 
from 11 to 66mm and from 12 to 72mm, 
even though they both share 6x zoom 
power. 

At wide-angle, or short focal length, 
settings, differences of a degree or two 
are negligible, especially since most TV 
monitors trim the edges of camcorder 
images anyway. But at telephoto, or long 
focal-length, settings, one degree can 
mean the difference between a distant 
object filling the screen or floating in the 
middle of it. 

You can see these differences during 
in-store comparisons in which cam- 
corders are set up on fixed stalks with 
adjustable tripod heads. Few will want 
to base a buying decision solely on a 
camcorder's field of view, but under- 
standing how fields vary helps in de- 
ciphering the differences among 
camcorders. For example, you may want 
to go with a camcorder that has a wider 
short focal-length, rather than one with 
a comparable, but narrower range. 

Even at their widest settings, cam- 
corders have narrower angles than

35mm cameras. For example, the 27-de- 
gree vertical angle furnished by a stan- 


dard 50mm SLR lens is considerably | 


wider than the 17-degree vertical view 
afforded by the standard focal length for 
video — which is always twice the diago- 
nal dimension of the sensor. This works 
out to 16mm for a lens using a half-inch 
sensor (which has an 8mm diagonal). 

As a result, video has a zoomed- 
in quality compared to still photog- 
raphy. But this shift toward narrower 
angles, made practical by the small size 
of sensors, has been found to produce 
less distortion and more pleasing per- 
spectives during pans and other cam- 
corder movements. 


AUTOFOCUS 


Few things contribute more to the 
usability of consumer camcorders than 
autofocus systems, which are primarily 
electronic in nature, not optical. Yet 
while there may seem to be as many au- 
tofocus systems as there are camcorders, 
the systems all fall into three categories: 
rangefinding, phase detection and blur 
reduction. 

The oldest autofocusing system still 
widely used — mainly because it’s reliable 
and inexpensive —is infrared rangefind- 
ing. A camcorder-mounted light-emit-

remote control, emits a beam of infrared 
light through a special lens. Another 
lens, mounted nearby, catches the 
beam’s reflection from the camcorder’s 
subject and directs it to one of many lo- 
cations on an infrared detector, usually a 
photodiode array or a special CCD chip. 

The subject’s distance determines 
the precise spot on the detector on 
which the reflected beam lands. This in- 
formation is then used to adjust the lens’ 
focus. Usually, the detector is mechan- 
ically linked to the focusing elements so 
that the arrangement forms a self-cor- 
recting loop, continuously adjusting the 
focus. You can usually spot an infrared 
rangefinder by looking for one or two 


| dark red windows on the front of the 


camcorder. These usually cover the in- 
frared emitter and detector. On some 
non-infrared models, such windows cov- 
er the remote control sensor. 
Phase-detection autofocus is an im- 
portant type of through-the-lens (TTL) 


| system. Dispensing with special infrared 


lenses, TTL systems determine focus 
conditions by monitoring the video sig- 
nal or, in the phase-detection variety, by 
monitoring the light that passes through 
the zoom lens. In a standard phase-detec- 


| tion setup, some of this light is diverted 


onto a detector array where it forms two 
separate “images” that correspond to 


| the light streaming through the extreme

left and right halves of the zoom lens. A 
self-correcting loop in the arrangement 
drives the focusing elements so that the 
images on the detector match each oth- 
er as much as possible. 

Some camcorders mount the phase- 
detector behind a single, separate, un- 
tinted lens on the front of the unit. This 
reduces the amount of light diverted 
from the.main lens. 

The newest TTL autofocus systems 
are all variations on the theme of blur 
reduction, a concept that makes more 
intuitive sense than the other types of 
systems, since eyes also detect focus by 
the lack of blur. Electronically, blur can 
be detected in any of several ways, such 
as by measuring the contrast within an 
image. Piezo and digital autofocus sys- 
tems exploit the fact that a sharp, fo- 
cused video signal has a larger 
proportion of high-frequency video in- 
formation than a blurry image of the 
same scene. In principle, it’s a relatively 
simple matter to direct the focusing ele- 
ments to maximize a zoom lens’ high- 
frequency video output. 

Fuzzy logic autofocus, along with 
piezo and digital systems, are not means 
of focus detection, but focus control. They 
deal with more subtle aspects of focus- 
ing, including how and how quickly a 
system determines when and in which

Moving Targets: During rapid zooms, some cam- 
corder lenses display visible aberrations known as 
barrel and pincushion distortions. 
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In looking for a camcorder, these char- 
acteristics need to be evaluated on a 
model-by-model basis. 

Indeed, it’s extremely difficult to 
predict how well autofocus systems work 
by reading data sheets and brochures. 
Important variables include a focusing 
system’s speed, accuracy, stability and 
minimum distance; how much it hunts 
for a proper focus; its ability to find low- 
contrast, patterned and off-center sub- 
jects; its reaction to windows, reflec- 
tions, backlighting and movement; even 
the ease with which it switches over to 
manual mode. 

So many factors come into play that 
wise shoppers should simply try out 
models in which they're interested, or 
their functionally equivalent clones. 
This means taking the camcorder for a 
serious test drive. Either shoot a short 
tape and play it back on a proper moni- 
tor, or plug the camcorder's video out- 
put into a TV set and put the lens 
through its paces. It’s pointless to evalu- 
ate focusing and other lens functions 
through the viewfinder (though you 
should check to see how well the view- 
finder itself adapts to your eyesight). 


IRIS AND SHUTTER 

Still photographers control exposure 
three ways: by selecting films of different 
speed (sensitivity), by varying the shut- 
ter speed to regulate exposure time, and 
by twisting the f-stop ring to shrink or 








the iris. Videographers can only control 
the iris setting, and, to a lesser degree, 
exposure time (often incorrectly referred 
to as shutter speed). They have no con- 
trol over chip sensitivity, the video 
equivalent of film speed, unless they 
own Sony's Hi8 CCD-V101 or one of its 
clones, all of which feature variable gain. 

Until recently, camcorder sensors 
were set for an exposure time of 1/60 of a 
second, the duration of a single video 
field. This left the exposure burden 
squarely on the iris mechanism. Since 
exposure requirements can change rap- 
idly as subjects move in and out of a 
frame, the process has long been auto- 
mated, even on professional video cam- 
eras. 

A motor, driven by automated cir- 
cuitry, opens and closes the iris to con- 
trol the amount of light falling on the 
sensor. Under intense light, the auto-iris 
control “stops down” the lens, leaving 
only a small aperture. Under low-light 
conditions, the aperture is opened fully, 
letting all available light hit the sensor. 
The maximum size of the opening is in- 
dicated by an f-stop number, which usu- 
ally ranges from f/1.2 to f/2 for 
camcorders. This rating (also known as 
lens speed) is far less important in video 
than in still photography because the 
range of available lens speeds is much 
more limited, and because chip sensi- 
tivity (which is fixed), rather than lens 
speed, primarily dictates how well a 
camcorder performs with little light. In- 











deed, comparisons of camcorders’ sensi- 
tivity, or lux, ratings with their lenses’ 
speeds show no correlation between the 
two factors. 

Auto-iris systems face their greatest 
challenges when the illumination in a 
scene changes fast and frequently. This 
can cause unacceptable surges in picture 
brightness if the changes outpace the 
iris’ ability to keep up. Backlit scenes 
can also lead to loss of detail in a subject 
as the iris responds to the overly bright 
background by stopping down. Back- 
light-compensation controls, present on 
many camcorders, widen the apertures a 
little to restore detail to foreground sub- 
jects, although sometimes at the cost of 
excessive background light. Some of the 
new auto-irises, like the one on Fisher's 
FVC-800 8mm camcorder, use fuzzy log- 
ic circuits as well as a division of the sen- 
sor into multiple zones, for a finer and 
faster degree of exposure control. 

Aperture size as controlled by the 
iris also affects a lens’ depth of field, 
which is increased by stopping down and 
decreased by opening up the iris. Depth- 
of-field control is a primary tool of ex- 
pression for still photographers and cine- 
matographers, but it is rarely used 
artistically in video. This is largely be- 
cause iris control is so crucial for correct 
exposure and because video exposure 
time traditionally has been fixed at 1/60. 

However, all recent camcorders 
have adjustable shutter speeds, and a 


few, like Sony’s CCD-VI101, have specific 
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provisions for depth-of-field control, 
much as in the programmed exposure 
modes available now in 35mm cameras. 
Videographers can trade off, within a 
limited range, the iris opening against 
the shutter speed. 


LENS ABERRATIONS 

The critical still photographer has 
much to worry about when it comes to 
lens selection. There’s spherical aberra- 
tion, chromatic aberration (both trans- 
verse and longitudinal), coma, 
astigmatism and field distortion. For a 
number of reasons, life for the videogra- 
pher is much simpler. First, you can’t (at 
least not yet) select the lens separately 
from the camera. Second, good consum- 
er camcorder lenses are easier to pro- 
duce than film camera lenses because 
they are much smaller in diameter. But 
most important, the performance crite- 
ria for even the best lenses for consumer 
camcorders are much lower than those 
for 35mm lenses because video as a me- 
dium is far less demanding than film. 

On top of all this, the eye is less sen- 
sitive to some of these aberrations when 
an image is complex and in motion. And 
nearly all these basic lens defects are 
swamped by luminance and chromi- 
nance resolution limits in the NTSC 
video system, and quality limits in a 
camcorder's attached VCR. 

The only basic aberration that 
should cause more than passing concern 
to a camcorder buyer is distortion. This 
comes in two flavors, barrel and pin- 
cushion, both of which are troublesome 
in zoom lenses. Zooming in to a narrow 
telephoto view can produce pin-cushion 
distortion, while zooming out to a wide- 
angle shot typically generates a barrel ef- 
fect. Barrel distortion can be especially 
obvious if the camcorder or the subject 
is moving, and can visibly increase as a 
macro function comes into play. 

Flare is of more concern to still pho- 
tographers. But it can show up in cam- 
corders due to internal lens reflections. 
In camcorders, vertical smearing by the 
sensor is more important. But this is a 
factor unaffected by optical design. If it 
strikes, you may be able to reduce it by 
manually stopping down, if your cam- 
corder allows it. 

With so many details to consider, 
camcorder optics may seem intimidat- 


taping tastes, the cameras inside cam- 
corders will have to keep pace with the 
improved skills of their users. ]

Super VHS Update 


OILENT RUNNING 


Super VHS landed 
with a splash, then 
seemed to sink. Yet 
despite slow sales, 
scientists have 
quietly improved 
the format, while 
fitting it into ever 
smaller packages.

JVC introduced Super VHS more than 
three years ago as the video format that 
would extend the worldwide supremacy 
of VHS into the ’90s. Despite sharp 
competition by 8mm and the surging 
popularity of small camcorders and, 
more recently, laserdiscs, VHS has easily 
maintained its top dog position. But has 
S-VHS lived up to its promise? And 
does the format still hold any surprises? 

The answer to the first question de- 
pends on where people live and on what 
they use their VCRs and camcorders for. 
The answer to the second question is a 
clear yes. With little or no fanfare, 
S-VHS has experienced a series of re- 
finements since its January 1987 debut — 
improvements that enhance the S-VHS 
picture, improve the system’s efficiency, 
and help it perform in smaller environ- 
ments, like the chassis of an S-VHS-C 
camcorder. 

Yet S-VHS has 
never really caught 
the imagination of 
American consum- 
ers. In Japan, where 
videophiles em- 
brace new tech- 
nology with more 
enthusiasm than 
elsewhere in the 
world, S-VHS ac- 
counts for more 
than 40 percent of 
the market. Vir- 
tually all “replace- 
ment’ VCRs use 
the S-VHS for- 
mat. But Ameri- 
cans have been 
slower to appreciate 
the improvements of- 
fered by the new sys- 
tem. Confronted with higher 
prices for S-VHS decks and blank tapes, 
many have stuck with standard VHS, 








which they consider good enough. Con- 
sumer acceptance of S-VHS in the U.S. 
has not lived up to JVC’s expectations — 
less than ten percent of all new VHS 
machines sold are in the higher resolu- 
tion format —and many are camcorders. 

While prices on S-VHS machines 
are finally coming down, tape prices still 
remain high. S-VHS T-120 cassettes list 
for around $15 with ST-C20 reels selling 
for almost as much, even though they 
hold one-sixth as much tape. With VHS 
blanks selling for as little as $3, price- | 
sensitive buyers are reluctant to switch 
formats. 

Despite sluggish sales, S-VHS con- 
tinues to mature as a format, with im- 
provements that make today’s products 
superior in most respects to the first | 
VCRs and camcorders. One early criti- 
cism of the format was that, while it in- 
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creased picture detail by raising the 
luminance frequency, not much was 
done to improve the color signal. Early 
confusion surrounding the format’s sepa- 
rate processing of the color and lumi- 
nance signals led some to believe that 
S-VHS was a component video format, 
as good as broadcast formats such as Be- 
tacam or M-II. This is not the case. 
While S-VHS maintains a separate sig- 
nal path for luminance and chromi- 
nance signals, the color signal is 
| converted to a lower frequency for re- 
| cording, as with standard VHS, Beta, 
8mm and even the 3/4-inch U-Matic 
format. 

Still, by keeping the color and black 
& white picture components separate 
for most of their trip through the VCR 
and, ultimately, to the TV monitor, 
S-VHS significantly benefits picture 
quality. Color crosstalk and picture 
moire are eliminated, as is the dot crawl 
or hanging dot effect that often shows at 
the border of two colors.

Even with Y/C (luminance/chromi- 
nance) signal processing, however, some 
color noise remained in the final picture. 
JVC has overcome this problem in such 
newer VCRs as the HRS-10000 and the 
HRS-8800 enhancements. The decks 
use a new Y/C separator along with a 
new circuit to reduce color edging and 
spreading at image borders. A more ad- 
vanced noise reduction circuit processes 
low- and high-frequency signals inde- 
pendently. A linear phase aperture cor- 
rection circuit also contributes to a more 
natural-looking picture. 

These improvements apply to both 
the SP and EP speeds, but are especially 
useful in enhancing the appearance of 
tapes made in EP. Ob- 
taining satisfactory EP 
picture quality in S-VHS 
is a high priority with 
JVC, since this is the 
speed the company 
hopes will give S-VHS 
parity with the rival 
8mm format. Currently, 
the longest VHS-C cas- 
sette delivers 30 minutes at 
SP or 90 minutes at EP. An 
even longer (and thinner) 40- 
minute tape capable of holding 
two hours of EP programming is un- 
der development. Quality S-VHS pic- 
tures at both SP and EP are important 
elements of JVC’s plans for new prod- 
ucts, such as its SC-FOO7U modular vid-

OVAL CUTS 

S-VHS manufacturers have also 
concentrated on video head design, not 
only to enhance S-VHS quality, but to 
bring new features such as hi-fi sound to 
VHS and VHS-C camcorders. JVC has 
developed new oval-cut video heads 
with rounded corners that eliminate the 
tisk a head will pick up erroneous signals 
from adjacent tape tracks. Conventional 
heads, the company claims, have sharp 
edges that coincide with the azimuth 
angle of the main head gap, resulting in 
ghosts and beats in a picture. Although 
it was developed as an S-VHS improve- 
ment, the oval-cut heads have become a 
standard feature in all of JVC’s high-end 
VCRs and camcorders. 

Other manufacturers have also de- 
vised improved heads. 
Both Hitachi and

using laminated super-amorphous 
heads, previously available only on 
professional S-VHS models, on many 
consumer VCRs. Hitachi’s VT-S730 
VCR and VM-CIA Thin Man cam- 
corder use these heads. An amorphous 
head (amorphous film on ferrite) offers 
higher magnetic flux density and more 
permeability. The Hitachi design adopts | 
a cross configuration that creates two 
different head widths in a double 
azimuth configuation: a wide head for 
SP record/play, and a narrower head for 
EP. The cross-head design also elimi- 
nates the false gap that can pick up 
noise-inducing extraneous signals and 
concentrates the magnetic energy to- 
ward the center of the gap. 
Amorphous heads have a multi-lay- 
er construction that reduces picture 
noise and enhances color. Hitachi’s new 
head design raises the color signal-to- 
noise ratio by 3 decibels, and the lumi- 
nance S/N by at least 5 dB (in SP 
mode). The improvement at the EP 
speed is not as great.

raises the luminance and chrominace 
signal-to-noise ratios by at least 3 dB in 
EP —but that’s a significant improve- 
ment over earlier designs. 


Panasonic’s decision to use a smaller | 


41.33mm diameter video cylinder in all 
its latest camcorders required an inge- 
nious solution to the problem of adding 
hi-fi sound to its PV-S160 S-VHS-C cam- 
corder (see illustration). The difficulty 
lay in cramming 13 heads on the small- 
diameter drum: four heads for each tape 
speed, SP and EP, plus four heads for the 
hi-fi audio signal, plus a frame-width fly- 
ing-erase head. In addition, a brass 
weight was needed on the opposite side 
of the drum to balance the mass of the 
flying erase head.

The solution is as graceful as it is 
complicated. The video and the audio 
heads are clustered together in four 
groups around the drum. These compo- 
site heads include a 24-micron ferrite 
head for the audio signal, and two amor- 
phous heads (23 microns and 30 mi- 
crons, respectively) for the EP and SP 
video signals. This new laminated head 
is built on a non-magnetic substrate and 
has the advantage of eliminating con- 


tact or “rubbing” noise between the | 


head and the tape, enhancing the sig- 
nal-to-noise ratio and improving color 
images. 

On many table models, like the 
HRS-10000, and on some camcorders, 
like JVC’s compact GR-S707, new me- 
chanical tape stabilizers reduce tape jit- 
ter. One drawback of the smaller size 
drum was unwanted tape vibration in- 
duced by contact between the extra 
heads and the tape. A new design with a 
raised edge on the lower part of the 
drum has fixed the problem. 

Almost all new VHS decks now use 
full-load transports, which keep the tape 
threaded around the video drum in all 
operating modes, including stop, for- 
ward and reverse wind. This improves 
tape handling considerably, and elimi- 
nates delays caused by the need to 
thread the tape. Flying erase heads, jog/ 
shuttle dials, synchro edit jacks (which 
control two VCRs, or a VCR and a cam- 
corder, for simple editing) and other 
convenience features have also been in- 
troduced. These features are more com- 
mon on upscale S-VHS decks, but they 
aren't confined to this format. 

The addition of electronic time-base 
correction circuits has also improved the 
S-VHS picture. Even with improve- 
ments to the tape transport, bearings 
and impedance rollers, signal stability 
with most small-gauge video formats re- 
mains a concern. None of those “fun- 
niest home videos” you saw this year on 
ABC went straight from the cassette to 
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broadcast. All had to be electronically 
beefed up by passing the signal through a 
time-base corrector, or TBC. Outboard 
TBCs have been available for years, but 
they’ve always been expensive. New dig- 
ital techniques now make it possible to 
build in a basic TBC on many new 
VCRs, such as Panasonic’s PV-S4990, 
and camcorders. So-called consmer vid- 
eo gear is getting more professional all 
the time. 

Another recent example is Mit- 
subishi’s U-82 S-VHS table model, 
which offers dynamic tracking video 
heads. It’s only the second VHS deck to 
offer such a feature; the first was Pan- 
asonic’s NV-8950, back in 1983. Dynam- 
ic tracking heads are mounted on a 
piezoelectric wafer that moves up and 
down in response to the varying linear 
speed of the videotape and the changing 
angle of the video tracks. In this way, 
perfect tracking becomes possible, even 
with tapes made at the EP speed. The 
usual horizontal noise bars during some 
special-effects modes are eliminated. 


MUSCLE DECKS 

Despite slow consumer acceptance 
of S-VHS, the format has received an 
enthusiastic welcome from professionals 
who have the technical savvy to appre- 
ciate its high-resolution capabilities. 
Panasonic, JVC, Sharp and Hitachi all 


maintain industrial video divisions, sell- 


|ing a variety of S-VHS hardware 


through a separate dealer network. 

All four companies offer specialized, 
costlier S-VHS hardware that outper- 
forms consumer gear, which is built with 
some compromises in mind. For one 
thing, industrial machines aren’t as at- 


| tractive to look at, and they’re not in- 


tended to be. In the tradition of 
industrial video gear, they’re workhorses 
designed to withstand the rigors of sus- 
tained daily use. 

Service considerations also come be- 
fore styling, so many models have easily 
removed top plates, with plug-in circuit 
boards that can pop out for service. 
Some models even have access ports 
over the head drum, making head clean- 
ing and maintenance easier. Almost all 
pro VCRs come without tuner sections, 
since recording off-the-air is a rare re- 
quirement. Anyway, it’s easy to inter- 
connect an external tuner/timer to fill

In an industry rich in ironies, Sony has added another. It 
is quietly introducing — with none of the hoopla that usu- 
ally accompanies important new components —one of the 
company’s most eagerly awaited products, its first Super 
VHS VCR. Privately previewed to a handful of journal- 
ists at the recent Consumer Electronics Show in 
Chicago, the SLV-R5 combines state-of-the-art features, 
sleek styling and a relatively low price of $1,299. Avail- 
able in September, it represents the final step of Sony’s 
commitment to VHS technology. 
The machine's key features include an instant-re- 
sponse full-load tape transport, high-speed rewind, a real- 
time counter, jog/shuttle knobs on both a fold-down 
front panel and the remote control, and a flying erase 
head. Like previous Sony VHS decks, the R5 offers 

Sony’s unique Edit Monitor system, which displays two 

digitally generated inset pictures on a single monitor, 
making it possible to view the image from a source tape 
as well as the image on the tape being edited. For easy 
camcorder hookup, the R5 has a frontal set of audio/vid- 
eo inputs (including an S-connector), as well as a set of 
inputs and outputs on the rear panel. 

The deck includes Sony's proprietary Control S jack 

for direct connection to other Sony 8mm and Beta 
VCRs. Synchro edit control is also provided, and with a 





pre-roll function that increases editing accuracy. Another

ost video buffs probably don’t 

think much about movie serials. 

These action-packed shorts ha- 

ven’t acquired the scholarly ca- 
chet of popular Hollywood genres like 
the musicals and screwball comedies. 
Despite their entertainment value, seri- 
als have been enjoyed by a relatively 
small audience in recent times. A vari- 
ety of current releases on cassette and 
laserdisc, however, are bringing serials 
home to an audience now ready for titles 
like Radar Men from the Moon and Drums 
of Fu Manchu. 

It’s been 35 years since the last mov- 
ie serials were made. Their action, 
spread out in separate chapters, was de- 
signed to bring children back to theaters 
each Saturday for up to 15 weeks. Thea- 
ter owners paid a flat fee on a per-chap- 
ter basis, which was profitable for 
exhibitors and producers alike until tele- 
vision came along, bringing free weekly 
entertainment into the home. But in 
their heyday of the 1930s and ’40s, seri- 
als—or chapterplays, as they were 
known in the trade — were the stuff that 
kids’ dreams were made of: Two-fisted 
heroes, high-flying air aces, and adven- 
turers of all stripes battling masked vil- 
lains, jungle perils and interplanetary 
invaders. Serials used the non-stop ac- 
tion and thrills to affirm the values their 
audiences grew up on. 

The cream of the chapterplay crop 
on video comes from Republic Pictures, 
which was to serials what MGM was to 
musicals. The Republic titles reveal how 
serials occupied their own cinematic 
world, and had their own stars. Rod 
Cameron and Kay Aldridge, for exam- 
ple, were two performers who never got 
beyond “B” features. But with G-Men 
Vs. the Black Dragon (1942) and Man- 
hunt in the African Jungle (1943), Cam- 
eron became the Harrison Ford of his 
generation, while Aldridge achieved im- 
mortality as the daring jungle heroine of 
Nyoka and the Tigermen (1942). 

Most of the serial producers had 
something unique to offer. Universal, 
which made the Flash Gordon serials, 
had sets and music left over from its 
1930s Frankenstein films, giving their se- 
rials an unmatched opulence. In addi- 
tion to legendary stuntman Yakima 
Cannut, Republic had two of Holly- 
wood's greatest action directors, William

Witney and Spencer Gordon Bennet, 
and two special effects experts, Howard 
and Theodore Lydecker, who were the 
envy of every major studio. The 
Lydeckers could create volcanoes, de- 
stroy cities and make the bullet-hel- 
meted Commando Cody fly (in Radar Men 
from the Moon), all on a low budget. 
Rhino Video's serial titles are an un- 
usual grab-bag of public domain chap- 
terplays. The most interesting of the lot 
is Shadow of the Eagle (1932), starring 
John Wayne as a daredevil stunt-flyer 
hunting for a mysterious renegade pilot 
called The Eagle. Although short on 
logic, it has the appeal of a setting in 
which biplanes and their pilots were 
graceful objects of wonder. Rhino’s The 
Phantom Empire (1936) is also great fun 
with its blend of western and science fic- 
tion action. Singing cowboy Gene Autry 
discovers that the underground empire 
of Murania is located beneath his ranch. 
Despite the appeal of the Superman 
character, Warner Home Video's Super- 
man (1948) and Atom Man Vs. Superman 
(1949), both starring Kirk Alyn, are dis- 
appointments. Mostly they suffer from

the fact that Superman is a difficult 
character to put into cliffhangers — it’s 
hard to come up with convincing threats 
to a guy who is supposedly indestruct- 
ible. 

Good Times Video’s Batman and 
Robin (1949) has the disadvantage of a 
threadbare look, not only in the original 
production but in its low-budget EP- 
speed release. Robert Lowery is passable 
as Batman, but Johnny Duncan’s surly 
Robin can’t hide the tattoo he has on his 
arm. Good Times has also chopped off 
the credits to all but the first and last 
chapters, which collectors find objec- 
tionable. 

A number of current chapterplays 
tie-in nicely with current box office hits. 
For example, Rhino Video recently re- 
leased the 1937 serial Dick Tracy, star- 
ring Ralph Byrd as the square-jawed 
sleuth, partly to take advantage of War- 
ren Beatty's success at publicizing the 
character through his blockbuster film. 

Republic Pictures has a total of eight 
serials on laserdisc at presstime, includ- 
ing its dazzling Adventures of Captain 


Marvel. And the company’s December

20 videocassette release schedule in- 
cludes such vintage chapterplays as 
Painted Stallion, $.O.S. Coastguard (star- 
ting Bela Lugosi), Undersea Kingdom, 
and the kinkily alluring Zorro’s Black 
Whip, starring Linda Stirling as the 
masked heroine, Black Whip. 

A few dealers have successfully cul- 
tivated a new audience for serials. New 
York's Hunter Audio does a major retail 
and mail order business in western and 
science fiction serials from the ’30s and 
40s, and owner Aaron Cooperberg 
counts the latest wave of Republic ti- 
tles— including Flying Disc Man from 
Mars, The Invisible Monster, and Radar 
Patrol Vs. Spy King (face it, you have got 
to love these titles) —among his best 
sellers. And for serious devotees, Cap- 
tain Bijou (Box 87, Toney, Alabama 
35773) offers dozens of serial releases in 
its 40-page catalogue, including such 
hard-to-find gems as Tim Tyler’s Luck 
(1937, and worthwhile just for its mu- 
sic), Drums of Fu Manchu (1938), and 
Jungle Girl (1941), which stars Frances 
Gifford as one of the most delectable ac- 
tion heroines the screen ever produced. m

How to tell a yagi from a folded dipole—and cut down the 


snap, crackle and pop of poor reception. 


ay goodbye to ghosts, snowy pic- 
tures and the snap, crackle and pop 
of faulty reception. Not every last 
flutter—but certainly the flaws 
caused by owning the wrong antenna or 
using it inappropriately. These are prob- 
lems you don’t (for the most part) have 
to stand anymore and, fortunately, don’t 
have to be mad as hell to solve.

Scan the roofs in almost any town 
and you'll see TV antennas sprouting 
like palm trees from California sand—a 
vista unchanged, but for occasional sat- 
ellite dishes, since the early days of tele- 
vision. Unlikely as it may seem in this 
age of cable and tapes, the TV antenna 
is not an endangered species. Of the 100 
million homes with at least one TV set, 
about 35 million still depend on anten- 
nas for basic reception. Even homes 
with cable supplement their wired links 







































with outdoor or indoor antennas. 
Despite their importance, the skele- 
tal profiles of antennas are as mysterious 
to most viewers as ancient hieroglyphs. 
Yet, antennas are relatively simple de- 
vices, and knowing just a little about 
them goes a long way. If you've been 
thinking about installing an antenna, or 





replacing an old one, keep reading. 
We're going to decipher their code. 
You'll learn how to choose an antenna 
based on your needs, including the 
channels you want to reccive, and how 
to cope with problems of terrain and dis- 
tance, You'll also learn how to install an 


outdoor antenna safely and about acces- 


sories that can increase an 
antenna’s power. 

The word antenna 

comes from a Medi- 

eval Latin term that 

literally 

means ‘‘sail 


yard.” But in- 








stead of catching wind, television anten- 
nas are designed to catch the 
electromagnetic waves broadcast from 
TV transmission towers. At a tower, the 
strength of these waves is equivalent to 
several volts for every square meter of 
atmosphere. But the strength — the sig- 
nal voltage — decreases proportionately 
with distance. At 30 miles from a broad- 
cast tower, the signal may be less than a 
thousandth of a volt. Yet a simple roof- 
top antenna will collect that voltage and 
convert it to a signal your TV set can use. 
Outdoor antennas come in many 
forms, and each has a unique applica- 
tion. Some are designed to inter- 
cent VHE broadcasts 
ee. (channels 2 through 13). 
Cm, Others are tuned for 
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ANTENNAS 


UHF signals (channels 14 through 69). 
Still others are all-purpose receivers, 
snagging VHF, UHF and even FM radio 
broadcasts. 

The basic TV antenna is the simple 
dipole type. The dipole is composed of 
two rods separated at their center by an 
insulator. A pair of wires from your TV 
set connects to the rods. The length and 
diameter of the rods depends on the fre- 
quency of the TV station you want to 
intercept. An improvement on the sim- 
ple dipole is the folded dipole. This an- 
tenna uses a single rod bent into a 
flattened circle. 

Most TV antennas use several di- 
poles (simple, folded or both) arranged 
in single-file along a metal boom. Only 
one of the dipoles is electrically con- 
nected to the TV set. The others serve 
as directors and reflectors. The directors 
help zero in on a signal, and the reflec- 
tors collect extra signal to boost recep- 
tion. This type of antenna is called a 
yagi, after its inventor, Hidetsugu Yagi, a 
Japanese physicist. 

Two chief benefits of yagi antennas 
are increased gain and directionality.

If you're lucky enough to live within 20 miles of the lo- 
cal broadcast towers, you may only need an indoor table- 
top antenna to bring pictures into vivid focus and re- 
move rough edges from the sound. 

Indoor antennas run the gamut from simple “rabbit 
ears” that fit on the antenna terminals of TV sets, to so- 
phisticated consoles that rest on the top of TV sets. 
Don’t be fooled by appearances: Some of the better in- 
door antennas — despite looking like props for a Buck 
Rogers movie — can substantially improve television re- 
ception. They offer fine-tuning and phasing controls, and 
let you position the elements for best reception. 

However, indoor antennas can be adversely affected 
by their immediate surroundings. They don’t work well 
in metal mobile homes or trailers, and their reception is 
greatly restricted if your house is lined with aluminum- 
backed insulation. —GM 











Gain is like amplification, even though 
an antenna doesn’t have electronic cir- 
cuitry: The higher the gain, the stronger 
the picture. Directionality refers to the 
ability of an antenna to zero in on a dis- 
tant station, and disregard other stations 
elsewhere on the horizon. 

Lots of gain and directionality are 
great. But only up to a point. As gain 
and directionality increase, the spec- 
trum of radio signals, or bandwidth, that 
an antenna can intercept decreases. In 
other words, the antenna loses channels. 


For example, channel 2 starts at 54 
megahertz on the radio frequency dial, 
while channel 13 ends at 216 mHz. This 
is a difference of 162 mHz for the spec- 
trum of channels from 2 through 13. It’s 
also an extremely wide range of frequen- 
cies for any one antenna to receive, no 
matter how well designed. 

Most off-the-shelf TV antennas are 
engineered for the best trade-off be- 
tween gain and bandwidth. You can al- 
ways buy an antenna with lots of gain, 
but it may not receive all channels

2 Ways To Rate Antennas 


Unless you're an engineer, it’s nearly impossible to deter- 
mine one of the most important features of an : 
antenna — its effective range —just by looking at one. 
Overall design— whether an antenna is a simple dipole, a 
fan dipole, a yagi and the like —says little about the dis- 
tance at which it will work. 

Manufacturers have two ways of classifying antennas, 
by mileage and with broad-brush terms. While neither is 
precise, knowing what they mean will help you buy the 
right model. Mileage ratings are straightforward. For ex- 
ample, a small antenna may be rated at 75 miles for 
VHF and 50 miles for UHF, while a larger antenna (with 
two or three times as many elements) may be rated at 
150 miles for VHF and 100 miles for UHE 

These ratings are useful if you understand their lim- 
itations. Most often, the distances assume ideal weather 
conditions and line-of-sight reception. They do not ac- 
count for variances in channel frequency (other than 
between VHF and UHF bands), the output power of 








equally well. 

Conversely, if you only want to pull 
in a single distant, weak station, you can 
special order (through most TV sales 
stores) an antenna “cut” just for the sta- 
tion you want. Custom antennas are 
usually cut to receive specific channels, 
although some can catch a cluster of 
channels—like 8, 9 and 10, or UHF 
channels 20 through 25. 

The yagi antenna is the most popu- 
lar VHF antenna, and a modified form is 
used for UHF signals. To increase its ef- 
fectiveness at higher UHF frequencies, 
corner reflectors are added to scoop up 
additional signal. The antenna is pre- 
cisely aimed so that the inside of the 
yagi’s V points to the television broad- 
cast tower. Stations not in-line with the 
antenna are effectively ignored. 

The yagi with corner reflectors is a 
good all-around antenna for UHF sta- 
tions, but it’s not necessarily the best in 
all situations. You couldn’t tell just by 
looking at it, but a fan dipole (or “bow- 
tie’) antenna with a mesh reflector 
picks up signals equally well. Its draw- 
back is that it is not very directional. 
Sometimes you need to aim the antenna 
directly at a TV tower to avoid inter- 
ference from other nearby channels. A 
simple dipole antenna with a mesh re- 
flector is also suitable for UHF stations. 
The reflector can be flat, or parabolic for 
extra directionality.

If you need to tune in all channels, 
you can save some money by purchasing 
a combination VHF/UHF antenna 
(which also receives FM stations). A 
typical combination antenna uses yagi 

















sas stations, or weathering on the antenna it- 
self. 

Like mileage ratings for cars, you should expect less- 
than-ideal performance from your antenna in actual use. 
A good rule of thumb is to deduct 25 percent from the 
range rating to compensate for variables. For example, 
treat an antenna with a manufacturer-specified range of 
100 miles as optimal for a reception distance of 75 miles. 

Some manufacturers classify their antennas more 
broadly, using terms like “local,” “distant” and “deep- 
fringe.” No one agrees on the exact definition of these 
terms, but you can use the following as a rough guide: 


Antenna Type Maximum Range 

Local 45 miles 

Distant 65 miles 

Near-fringe 80 miles 

Fringe 110 miles 

Deep-fringe 125 miles —GM 










Aiming an antenna is a simple enough task. The trick 
lies in knowing which direction to turn it. Here’s a hint: 
Don’t point it at the TV station you want to receive. 

TY stations are rarely next to their broadcast towers. 
Most often stations are in or near downtown areas, while 
the towers are perched on nearby hills or mountains. 
The higher elevation of the transmitter helps it to beam 
the signal to more homes, so the station can charge 
more for its advertising time. 

Even if you know the address of a particular TV sta- 
tion, you may not know the location of its broadcast 
tower. But you can readily find out. Just call the TV sta- 
tion and ask the receptionist. If the receptionist doesn’t 
know, ask to be connected with the public relations de- 
partment. 

Then, using a map of the area find the broadcast 
tower and your home. You can use a simple protractor 
and compass as an aid in accurately aiming your antenna 
at the tower. Sometimes, you can get a sharper picture 
by aiming the antenna a few degrees to the right or the 
left. Experiment to find the best spot. 

Aiming the antenna is a lot easier if it’s mounted on 
a rotor. Watch the TV set as you turn the rotor knob, 
and stop when the picture is strongest. Note that the 
picture clears and fades as the antenna turns: You may 
even get an acceptable picture with the antenna pointed 
180 degrees in the opposite direction. But the reception 
will be best at one spot only. —GM 





















dipoles for VHF channels and a corner 
reflector for UHF channels. Use a band- 
splitter inside the house to separate

As we can see, not all antennas are 
created equal. You may have no trouble 
tuning into channel 6, but have a hard 
time adjusting channel 10 for any picture 
that’s even barely acceptable. The rea- 
son is that no two types of antenna cope 
equally well with the four major trans- 
mission factors that affect TV reception: 
the power of the transmitting station, 
the frequency of the signal, the distance 
between you and the tower, and the ter- 
rain between you and the tower. 


THE RIGHT ANTENNA 

The stronger a station, the further 
its signal travels before it becomes too 
weak for any antenna to perceive. Nor 
do all TV stations broadcast at the same 
strength. Some are limited to a few 
thousand watts, while others belch out 
hundreds of thousands of watts. UHF 
stations need higher wattages because 
high frequencies are more easily ab- 
sorbed by rough terrain and long dis- 
tances. In addition, the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) 
limits the wattage of stations if they 
might interfere with channels in nearby 
cities. 

Like sound waves, electromagnetic 
waves weaken as they travel. You can 
count on ideal reception if you live five 
to ten miles from a transmitting tower, 
and may not even need an outdoor an- 
tenna. You can pull in most TV stations 
within a 50 to 75 mile radius using an 
average outdoor antenna. Longer dis- 
tances— 75 to 150 miles — require a bet- 
ter antenna, and sometimes an antenna 
amplifier to boost the signal. 

Terrain plays a crucial role, even if 
transmitting towers are nearby. You'll 
get the best reception if you live in a line 
of sight with the broadcast tower. A sig- 
nal will be considerably weaker if you 
are nestled in a valley or tucked behind 
a mountain, where signals can’t easily 
reach. This effect is even worse with 
UHF channels, particularly above chan- 
nel 35, since signal range lessens as the 
frequency rises. 

Hills, buildings and lakes can also 
cause ghosting, creating two or more im- 
ages on the screen. Ghosts are caused by 
the combination of signal reflections off 
nearby obstructions or water with the 
direct signal received at your antenna. 
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and technology. 


Television’s most frightening villain appears in every epi- 
sode of every show ever broadcast. It’s not an actor — it’s 
the ghost image that lurks behind other characters. It 
‘can haunt even the best TV sets, no matter how good 
the antenna. But broadcast engineers may soon banish 
unwanted screen ghosts forever. 

A ghost is actually a TV transmission signal reflected 
from a tall building, a hill or a body of water. A TV’s an- 
tenna picks up both the original signal and one or more 
reflected signals, and the set displays them simul- 
tancously. The result is a shadowy duplicate image, 
slightly displaced from the true image. 

Short of moving where tall buildings and hills are 
scarce, there’s not much you can do about ghosts — an- 
tenna adjustments have little or no effect. But the 
National Association of Broadcasters is asking for pro- 
posals for ghost-cancelling systems, and plans to select 
one as a standard next year. 

Several systems currently exist, including ones de- 
signed by AT&T, Zenith, the David Sarnoff Research 
Center and Japan’s Broadcasting Technology Association. 
All involve a piece of broadcasting equipment and an 
additional circuit inside TV receivers. TV sets with 
ghost-cancelling circuits may be available by 1992, says 
Lynn Claudy, NAB's director of advanced engineering 


Ghost cancellers are already available in Japan, built 
into separate tuners that cost $500 to $1,000. But Claudy 
says that U.S. consumers will probably get a price break, 
thanks to the magic of mass production and eventual in- 
corporation of the circuits into TV sets. “Manufacturers 
will be able to build in ghost-cancelling systems of vary- 
ing cost and efficacy,” he says. “Within a few years, we 
expect the average ghost canceller to add about $80 to 
the price of a TV set.”

If you live within 40 miles of broad- 
cast towers, you can probably get by 
with a small antenna, one with as few as 
15 elements. Larger antennas with more 
elements are needed if you live further 
away, or if you are not in a line of sight 
with the transmitter. 

Since extra elements increase both 
gain and directionality, you need to aim 
larger antennas more precisely. If you 
plan to receive many channels, not all of 
which are coming from the same peak, 
you'll need to install separate antennas 
or, better yet, a motorized rotor. The ro- 
tor lets you “dial” in the direction of the 
antenna from your easy chair. Motorized 
rotors for outdoor antennas are available 
for about $60 at Radio Shack stores. But 
be sure to get a rotor that can handle 
the weight of your antenna. 


If you only want VHF or UHF sta- 





tions, but not both, avoid combination 
antennas. You'll save cash and get better 
results by erecting a single-band model. 
For example, let’s say you want to tune 
into a UHF station about 100 miles 
away. A suitable combination antenna 
costs about $70, but a UHF-only anten- 
na rated for 100 miles costs about $25. 

You don’t need (or want) a powerful 
antenna if you live up to about 40 miles 
from local broadcast towers. There’s no 
sense in paying for a premium 56-ele- 
ment antenna, good for VHF stations up 
to 200 miles away, if you live down the 
street from the transmitting tower. 
However, if you are having trouble re- 
ceiving two adjacent channels (like 8 
and 9) at the same time, a bigger, more 
directional, antenna is more likely to 
eliminate the unwanted channel from 
your picture. > 
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Local UHF stations (up to about 30 
miles away) can be pulled in using a 
bow-tie or a dipole and wire mesh an- 
tenna. And because they’re not very di- 
rectional, they can capture UHF 
stations scattered around a city. 


POWER BOOSTERS 

Sometimes, even a good antenna 
doesn’t pull in a signal as well as you ex- 
pect, especially during bad weather. This 
is partly because antennas are rated in 
clear weather only, with line-of-sight 
transmitting towers. Fortunately, there 
are a few devices that can increase re- 
ception. Apart from installing a rotor, 
you can also add a pre-amplifier to an 
outdoor antenna or a signal amplifier to 
an indoor antenna. 

The pre-amplifier sits near the an- 
tenna and boosts a signal immediately 
after it is received. Low-voltage power 
for the amplifier flows through the an- 
tenna lead. Pre-amplifiers work best if 
the antenna is some distance from the 
TV set. 

An indoor amplifier boosts the over- 
all strength of a signal. Attach it near 
the TV set and only use it if an incoming 
signal is marginal, not snowy. Otherwise, 
you're merely amplifying the snow, not 








the picture. 

You can also improve reception by 
using high quality lead-in wire, imped- 
ance matching transformers, signal split- 
ters, band splitters, and the other 
paraphernalia associated with outdoor 
antenna installations. Don’t expect 
quality pictures with a $100 antenna if 
you use cheap or old wire. The best all- 
around lead-in wire for TV reception is 
RG-6 coaxial cable, although if you’re 
wiring a UHF-only antenna, you may 
want to use foam-insulated, twin-lead 
instead. 


THE GREAT OUTDOORS 

To properly receive television signals 
an outdoor antenna must be mounted 
on a mast. The mast can be planted in 
the ground, attached to the side of a 
house, clamped onto a chimney, or sus- 
pended above the roof on a telescoping 
pole. The higher the antenna, the better 
the reception. Whenever possible, make 
sure the antenna is above the level of 
nearby roofs. 

If your house is on top of a hill and 
you don’t need to worry about elevation, 
you can mount your antenna on a short 
four- or five-foot mast and attach the 
mast directly to the house. There are a 





number of clamps that can secure the 
mast, including eave mounts, chimney 
mounts and vent pipe mounts. Avoid at- 
taching an antenna to a plastic vent 
pipe. They break easily. Chimney 
mounts should not be used if the fire- 
place sees regular use. In time, soot from 
the chimney will coat the antenna and 
dull its sensitivity. 

You can raise an antenna a few feet 
off a roof by using a tripod mount. These 
attach at the peak of the roof and work 
with antenna masts up to five feet tall. 
The antenna mounts at the top of the 
mast. 

You should support a mast with guy 
wires if it’s above eight fect. Place three 
or four around the mast and secure the 
wires, using turnbuckles to provide ten- 
sion, to the roof or eave of the house. 
The wires prevent the mast from top- 
pling over in heavy winds. Add addi- 
tional sets of guy wire for every eight to 
ten feet of mast height. For example, a 
30-foot mast should be rigged with at 
least three sets of guy wire, one set each 
at the 10-, the 20- and the 30-foot mark. 

All outdoor antennas should be 
grounded to protect against lightning. 
This requires connecting the mast to a

The Hunt for 
Red October

The Berlin Wall is history. Our nu- 
clear stockpiles are being diminished. 
Mikhail Gorbachev is more popular in 
the United States than President Bush. 
From any practical perspective, the Cold 
War appears to be over. You wouldn't 
know it, though, from watching The 
Hunt for Red October, a turgid techno- 
thriller that looks hopelessly outdated in 
this era of glasnost and Gorby-mania. 

The Red October is a giant Russian 
nuclear submarine propelled by some 
doohickey that makes it undetectable by 
sonar. When the sub disappears, and 
emerges in the Atlantic, the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff assume that the Russians are 
mounting a first strike on Washington, 
D.C. CIA analyst Jack Ryan (Alec Bald- 
win) has another theory, however: that 
the sub’s skipper (Sean Connery) is try- 
ing to defect to the West. The chase is 
on, with the American and Russian 
fleets competing to get to the renegade 
sub first. 

From its setup, The Hunt for Red Oc- 
tober seems to have all the right ele- 
ments for a good old-fashioned game of 
cat-and-mouse. Its enormous, virtually 
all-male cast (including many of Holly- 
wood’s best character actors) has tons of 
cool-looking equipment to bump their 
heads against. Its director, John McTier- 
nan, boasts an impressive action-ori- 
ented resume; his last film, Die Hard, 
was one of the most entertaining high- 
tech thrillers ever. Unfortunately, The 
Hunt for Red October never generates 
any real suspense. 

The scenario—trying to locate an 
essentially invisible target —leaves the 
actors spending most of their time study- 
ing sonar screens or reading computer 
printouts. Until some last-reel contriv- 
ances finally thicken the plot, there are

no real confrontations between the 
Americans and Russians, which drains 
the movie of any sense of immediacy. 
The video transfer is a problem, too. The 
Hunt for Red October is meant to be seen 
in a theater, where the subs’ massive 
bodies can dazzle you. Watching it on 
TV dilutes the impact considerably. 
The leads, meanwhile, seem over- 


whelmed by all the expensive hardware. , 


Connery delivers a laid-back perfor- 
mance that could be meant to convey 
the captain's world-weariness, but in- 
stead makes you wonder how he could 
possibly have the nerve to pull off this 
stunt. Baldwin, who is so good at playing 
sleazeballs (Married to the Mob), seems 
uninspired in the hero’s role. 

When watching this disappointingly 
slow movie, it feels like McTiernan and 
company must have become so dis- 
pirited by current events in Germany 
and Eastern Europe, they just couldn't 
find the juice to pump up this movie. 
While great pains are taken to remind 





the audience that the action is taking 
place pre-Gorbachev, Red October does- 
n't even work as Cold War nostalgia. 
There isn’t a single ounce of humor in 
this movie; you’re expected to regard 
this threat with the utmost seriousness. 
But the theory that a thriller is only as 
good as its villains holds true: The Rus- 
sian bad guys are so blustering and inef- 
fectual that the whole exercise seems 
academic. 

Which begs the question: Now that 
the mean old Russkie bear has been de- 
clawed, where can Hollywood look for 
villains? Director Jack Sholder took an 
interesting approach in his made-for-ca- 
ble thriller By Dawn's Early Light by hav- 
ing a hawkish American president 
nearly launch Armageddon. Other film- 
makers have found villains in drug deal- 
ers, South American dictators and space 
aliens. But the best villains remain those 
of McTiernan’s original Die Hard, moti- 
vated by the purest cause of all: money.

he glory of Glory lies not in its 

vaunted physical accuracy, and cer- 

tainly not in historical accuracy, 

since its makers are no more inclined 
than anyone else to let the facts get 
in the way of a good story. What makes 
it different from other historical epics is 
that its factual alterations are made not 
for theatrical effect, but with the intent 
of increasing our understanding of black 
soldiers during the Civil War. Even 
when it doesn’t work, it maintains its in- 
tegrity. 

The 54th Massachusetts Infantry 
was a black regiment formed in 1863 and 
commanded by the 25-year-old Colonel 
Robert Gould Shaw, a Boston Brahmin. 
On July 18 of that year, the 54th led a 


heroic, though futile, assault on Fort 








Wagner, an imposing earthwork guard- 
ing the approach to Charleston, South 
Carolina. Widely reported in the North, 
this exploit lent impetus to the full-scale 
recruitment of blacks into the Union 
forces. 

The real struggles of the 54th — for 
decent clothing and equipment, equal 
pay, respect and, finally, the right to 
fight — are portrayed in a series of fic- 
tional incidents involving mostly fiction- 
al characters. This makes the picture 
more symbolic than real, but the atti- 
tudes of the men, black and white, play 
convincingly. It also gives an ensemble 
of fine players the opportunity to bring 
new life to old boot-camp routines. 

Director Edward Zwick does not 
flinch from the horrors of America’s

bloodiest war, nor from the cruel irony 
that black men, in order to prove their 
manhood, had to throw themselves 
headlong into slaughter. The last irony, 
neatly foreshadowed, is that despite 
their common cause, the black soldiers 
and their white officers can find true fra- 
ternity only in the grave. Glory thus 
serves as an allegory of American race 
relations, past and present. 

Not all the flaws are minor. As 
Shaw, Matthew Broderick is out of his 
depth. Much of the material concerning 
Trip, the bitter escaped slave (Denzel 
Washington's Oscar-winning role), is pat 
and baldly manipulative. There are even 
a couple of glaring continuity errors. 
But, despite the mistakes, Glory clears 
away big lies about blacks and the Civil 
War. Trip puts it simply enough: “We're 
men, ain't we?” 

Bad Influence, a Faustian thriller, is 
an ultra-modern morality tale. Michael 
(James Spader) is a yuppie banker who’s 
been letting people walk all over him. 
Enter Alex (Rob Lowe), a charming 
drifter who takes over Michael’s life, in- 
troducing him to L.A.’s wild night life, 
teaching him to lie and cheat to get 
what he wants, and making him a tiger 
at the office and an animal in bed. 
When things go too far, Michael finds 
getting rid of him a tad more difficult 
than he expected. “You can’t kill me,” 
sneers Alex at crunch time, “because I 
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never showed you how.” 

Shuttling between settings that are 
corrupt or coldly modern, Curtis Han- 
son keeps everything, including his care- 
fully contrasted stars, smooth, low-key 
and slippery as polished glass. The script 
by David Koepp is snappy and savvy, 
and the sexual (and homosexual) under- 
currents are kept below the surface. This 
is one thriller that doesn’t require 
screaming or sudden jolts to keep us ri- 
veted. 

Blue Steel is all jolts, lurid and out- 
landish, and proud of it. Megan (Jamie 
Lee Curtis) is a rookie cop forced to 
blow away an armed creep on her first 
patrol. When a bystander makes off with 
his gun, the internal-affairs boys are only 
too happy to suspend her for excessive 
force. Then comes the bad news: The 
bystander, Eugene (Ron Silver), uses the 
gun to commit a series of random mur- 
ders even as he’s trying to win over 
Megan. 

Director Kathryn Bigelow’s urban 
nightmare is heavy on style and virtually 
plotless, especially after Eugene reveals 
himself. The film is a series of episodes in 
which Megan has to fight various forms 
of male domination, concluding with a 
gun battle in broad daylight on Wall 








Street. Blue Steel makes its points with 
the subtlety of a .44, but it does make 
them. 

The Handmaid's Tale has no more to 
say about sexual politics than Blue Steel 
does. Margaret Atwood’s dystopian nov- 
el, about a near future in which the U.S. 
has been replaced by the fundamentalist 
Republic of Gilead, took modern man’s 
fear of modern woman to its logical con- 
clusion. Fertile women are stripped of 
family, possessions and identity, sara 
in red and assigned as “handmaids” 
elite Commanders, with whom they are 
ordered to make babics, or else. 

Director Volker Schlondorff (The 
Tin Drum) is good at evoking repressed 
sexuality, but the script (by Harold Pin- 
ter!) is flat and underimagined; the 
thing plays more like a French Resis- 
tance movie than a cautionary tale. The 
actors do their best, but the only ones 
who fly are Natasha Richardson as the 
indomitable heroine and Robert Duvall, 
who, as her Commander, makes the 
most of a religious hypocrite’s contradic- 
tions. 

A world of true fantasy is created in 
the Yugoslavian Time of the Gypsies, a 
folklorish, tragicomic fable in which Per- 


han, a young gypsy, goes to Italy to make 





his (illegal) fortune and loses everything. 
Emir Kusturica, who is emerging as one 
of the most distinctive filmmakers in Eu- 
rope, sets a whimsical, melancholy tone 
in which anything can happen, not al- 
ways for the better. Despite its running 
time, it doesn’t seem a moment too 
long—and it’s definitely different. .

But a newly 
restored version of the classic 1925 mov- 
ie, carefully produced by independent 
disc-only label Lumivision, brings the 
Phantom back from the dead. 

Digitally transferred from an original 
35mm acetate print locked away since

chives, the silent Phantom is presented 
in all its original glory. Its five-story rep- 
lication of the Paris Opera House’s inte- 
rior —still standing at Universal Studios 
Hollywood — is an impressive sight even 
today, and Lon Chaney’s performance as 
the tragic “Opera Ghost” is as affecting 
as ever. 

In addition to preserving the film, 
the disc is intended to re-create the ex- 
perience of a theatrical presentation. In- 
cluded is a lively new organ score, 
written last year by Korla Pandit and re- 
corded in front of a live audience view- 
ing the film, along with the audience’s 
spontaneous laughter and applause. Lu-

Preston Sturges’ Sullivan’s Travels 
(1941), a part of MCA/Universal’s ongo- 
ing Encore Edition series of classic films 
on disc, is an eye-opening experience for 
anyone unfamiliar with the dazzling 
writer/director’s work. Uproariously fun- 
ny, and with a social conscience all its 
own, Sullivan's Travels seems far too so- 
phisticated to be nearing its 50th anni- 
versary. Its witty, rapid-fire dialogue — 
especially in the all-important opening 
scenes, and later in the banter between 
co-stars Joel McCrea and Veronica 
Lake — puts the vast majority of current 
films to shame. 

Fictional Hollywood director John L. 
Sullivan (McCrea) decides that he can’t 
create “a true canvas of the human con- 
dition” unless he experiences the hard 
life first hand, so he hits the road with 
nothing but the clothes on his back and 
ten cents in his pocket. Along the way 
he meets a struggling actress (Lake), and 
together, the two learn a few things 
about poverty, friendship and the role of 
the popular artist. But the movie is nev- 
er as heavy-handed as it sounds. Just as 
much fun the second time around, Sul- 
livan’s Travels is worth owning in any 
form. On laserdisc, it’s a must.

sk any demi-god: Immortality is a 

blessing and a curse. And with tele- 

vision—a cross between god and 

man if ever there were one —the 
immortality afforded by home video has 
become a catch-all for what was de- 
signed to be catch-as-catch-can. As the 
current batch of TV-show releases dem- 
onstrates, the series that hold up best 
are those that were designed for the 
ages, not the ether. 

Prime among these are the first four 
volumes of The Twilight Zone (CBS, 
1959-64), previously available only 
through mail order. The uncut episodes 
(two on each cassette) of Rod Serling’s 
anthology series — fantastic in both 
senses of the word —play as well three 
decades later as they did during their 
original run, thanks not only to the tal- 
ents of Serling and his team but to CBS/ 
Fox’s loving restoration. 

The black & white image quality is 
breathtaking, capturing cinematic gray 
scales from deep, pure black to blinding 
white, giving the show's crisp cine- 
matography and sculptural lighting ef- 
fects full, fluid rein. The pristine look 
aptly showcases the work of such direc- 
tors as Richard Donner (Lethal Weapon), 
Buzz Kulik (Brian’s Song) and Lamont 
Johnson (My Sweet Charlie), all of whom 
helped forge TZ’s distinctive oblique an- 
gles, unexpected camera swings and dra- 
matic but not melodramatic zooms. 

Happily, too, the choice of episodes 
here bears the mark of a connoisseur. 
Among the picks: Steel, about a robot 
boxer and his too-human owner (Lee 
Marvin); Time Enough at Last, starring 
Burgess Meredith as a nearsighted sur- 
vivor of an atomic blast; and The Mon-

ry, moral, well-regarded but sometimes 
ambivalent spy. In contrast to the com- 
ic-book chest-beating of some of today’s 
TV ‘heroes,’ agent John Drake ac- 
knowledged that his often-sordid work 
was ‘a virus...l’m part of the disease.” 

Episode seven (of the eight released 
so far) finds Drake on a not-too-con- 
vincing Jamaica set, trying to weed out a 
double agent. The image quality is a bit 
washed out, as are most TV dramas of 
the time, but the dialogue and the act- 
ing are at once stylish and natural.

ow do you feel about your mother? 

What's your take on the tangled 

emotions that can exist between a 

child and a parent, or a man and a 
woman? 

Whew! You were expecting just a 
couple of kidvid reviews, weren’t you? 
Reviewing children’s video, however, re- 
quires considering not just entertain- 
ment and production values, but the 
educational and moral values of pro- 
grams as well. All of which makes re- 
viewing Peter Pan tricky. 

Peter Pan is more than just the Boy 
Who Wouldn't Grow Up, more than a 
rascal who takes young Wendy Darling 
and her two brothers flying away to the 
land of lost boys, pirates and Indians. 
The story’s hero even spawned a pop 
psychology term —‘“‘the Peter Pan syn- 
drome” — directed at men who just can’t 
make a‘commitment to a mature rela- 
tionship. And the classic tale revolves 
around Peter’s search for the perfect 
mother — someone who will cook and 
clean for him, tell great stories and never 
tell him what to do. Sir James M. Bar- 
tie’s classic kidlit character is basically 
an egocentric little boy who has fas- 
cinating adventures and some nifty tal- 
ents but, honestly, would you want to 
live with him? 

Two new home video versions of Pe- 
ter Pan (and a third, previously available 
one) make an ongoing, if not mature, re- 
lationship with Peter possible. 

The first and biggest gun is the Walt 
Disney animated Pan. But I’m sad to say 
that unlike Barrie’s fantasy character, 
Disney’s Peter Pan shows signs of age. 
Feminists (myself included) have long 
argued against the many retrogressive 
male/female relationships in the Disney 
catalogue, and this Peter Pan displays

them at their worst. The relationships 
are straight out of some dumb beach 
blanket movie, but without the distanc- 
ing that comes when you acknowledge 
something as camp. This Peter is the 
equivalent of a pampered teen idol 
whose very presence triggers every girl — 
or fairy—in the vicinity to become a 
fawning ingenue. 

The otherwise intelligent Wendy be- 
comes a babbling babe when she meets 
him, and Tinker Bell immediately begins 
a vain, petulant and mean-spirited bat- 
tle for Peter's affections.

Even Wendy gets dis- 
gusted and walks out of this party when 
she’s told that squaws can’t dance — they 
should fetch water. 

Okay, I may be overreacting, but the 
highly repetitive nature of kidvid, and 
the fact that children take so much of 
their worldview from what they see on

the tube, makes mountains out of what 
might otherwise be molehills. I’m not 
saying that kids shouldn’t watch and en- 
joy Disney’s Peter Pan, but they should 
get a few choice comments from their 
parents to offset such negative stereo- 
types.

becca (1940) provides real insight into 
the movie-making machinery of the old 
Hollywood studio system. The supple- 
ment’s casting notes and production cor- 
respondence, as well as film historian 
Leonard J. Leff ’s second-track audio 
commentary, all point to the tense rela- 
tionship between Hitchcock and pro- 
ducer David O. Selznick as they 
struggled for control of the film. Equally 
illuminating are screen tests by Anne 
Baxter, Margaret Sullivan, Loretta 
Young, Vivien Leigh and Joan Fontaine, 
which prove the ultimate wisdom of 
choosing Fontaine for the starring role 
opposite Laurence Olivier. 

But the star of this show is the film 
itself. Much of Rebecca’s first half has a 
predictable, almost pedestrian feel. But 
just when all seems lost, it abruptly 
changes gears in classic Hitchcock fash- 
ion. The plot, which involves an Ameri- 
can ingenue (Fontaine) marrying a 
wealthy Englishman (Olivier) only to be 
haunted by the sins of his past, is brim- 
ming with surprises. And the relentless 
pressure from above —this was Hitch- 
cock’s first Hollywood film—appear to 
have only inspired the director. A re- 
duced-price CLV version of the film re- 
tains the immaculate transfer and audio 
commentary of the CAV edition, while 
foregoing the lengthy supplement.

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less sharp-tongued and knowing. Broad 
and cuddly instead, it’s also much less 
funny —though it does have occasional, 
vaudevillian moments of inspired 
humor. 

Bonanza hasn’t even Nat Hiken’s im- 
primatur to raise it above its “amiable 
family drama” niche. Ben Cartwright 
(Lorne Greene) and his sons dress as 
much like Old West ranchers as the cast 
of Urban Cowboy. And the outdoor sets 
look about as real as those in the original 
Star Trek. But there’s a silly, old-fash- 
ioned charm to such episodes as The 
Pure Truth, one of the lighter outings, 
where dim-bulb Hoss (Dan Blocker) 
makes a mess of things. And the cas- 
settes showcase the series’ color nicely. 

For true nostalgia, you can’t do bet- 
ter than Space Patrol (local, 1950-51; 
ABC, 1951-55). In this live, primordial 
children’s show, real-life World War II 
air hero Ed Kemmer plays 30th-century 
Commander Buzz Corry of the United 
Planets. Watching the two half-hour ep- 
isodes on volume three, you wonder in 
slack-jawed awe whether kids ever really 
were such kids that they could be im- 
pressed by the commander’s noble ex- 
ploits—or by the cardboard Space Patrol 
rocket cockpit they could get for 25 
cents and a Nestle’s Cocoa label. s

team responsible for much of what we 
remember today as classic Disney ani- 
mation. It’s easy to take their talents for 
granted, but just compare the rich, deep 
colors and multi-level action of this film 
to the cranked-out, computer-generated 
trash of many contemporary cartoons. 
Visually, Peter Pan lives up to the claims 
of the Disney hype machine. 

In keeping with Disney’s policy to- 
ward its cartoon classics, this video 
(and, incidentally, The Little Mermaid) 
will be taken off sale on April 30 of next 
year. So you have some time to decide 
for yourself, given the good points and 
the bad, if you want to make a commit- 
ment to this handsome lad. 

The other hot new video release of 
Peter Pan is the long-awaited 1960 live- 
action TV special which launched (giv- 
en the strings and pulleys that made her 
fly, you can take that literally) Mary 
Martin to national stardom. A woman 
playing Pan is not so unusual — that’s 
how it was done in Barrie’s original 1904 
London stage play. A road show version 
years later inspired young Walt Disney, 
though his cartoon version wasn’t re- 
leased until 1953. (Mary Martin’s Broad- 
way Pan followed a year later.) >

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Lest I be accused of taking the psy- 
chological implications too seriously, I’ll 
leave it to professionals to answer 
whether having a girl portray a boy that 
female characters covet creates ques- 
tions in anyone’s mind but mine. (My 
four year-old daughter seemed to take 
the gender bending in stride.) Besides, 
there’s something about Mary Martin’s 
Pan that makes him much more appeal- 
ing than the cartoon counterpart. 

Sure, you can see the occasional 
wire that supports Martin and company 
when they fly to Never-Never-Land, but 
the strength of the story isn’t in visual 
elements but in those that must be 
imagined in the heart. The TV Pan was 
performed in the manner of the hit 
Broadway play and was presented as a 
live broadcast special 30 years ago. Of 
course, the image we see now is less de- 
fined than that of modern TV program- 
ming, and the sets are sometimes 
deliciously naive, but the show is happily 
at home on the small screen. The sim- 
plicity of the production also evokes an 
innocence that smooths the rough edges 
of Peter's and Wendy’s and Tinker Bell’s 
odd triangle. 


The performers — especially Cyril 





Ritchard as Hook, and Sondra Lee as Ti- 
ger Lily—rise to the occasion of their 
televised “opening night,” and the songs 
and dancing are joyous examples of the 
forgotten strength of musical comedy 
theater. 

Finally, there’s one more Pan to pon- 
der. Another animated version of Bar- 
tie’s tale was released. about two years 
ago by an Australian production house, 
and is still available. The animation 
can’t hold a candle to the Disney film, 
but it is better than the knock-off prod- 
uct that graces much of Saturday morn- 
ing. 

This Aussie take on the Pan story 
puts the emphasis on Wendy as a surro- 
gate mother to the lost boys rather than 
as a potential girlfriend to Peter, and 
Tinker Bell actually saves Wendy's life in 
one scene! Still, there’s a black pirate 
who has a touch of Stepin Fetchit in 
him, and Hook is positively dull, which 
is unforgivable. This Peter Pan could fill 
a rainy afternoon and could offer a les- 
son in how the same story gets changed 
in different adaptations. But place it 
next to the pair of Pans coming out with 
major market push, and it’s in a league 
by itself—the minor league. a

boosts horizontal resolution to 470 lines. 
The 460 also records hi-fi sound, and 
features laminated amorphous video 
heads and a flying erase head. 

JVC's new X-1 uses three 330,000- 
pixel CCD chips to extend S-VHS qual- 
ity even more. While a single chip can’t 
deliver the maximum horizontal resolu- 
tion of the format, mounting three chips 
on a special prism does. The X-1 tops off 
at 600 lines, with a 58 dB signal-to-noise 
ratio. To keep size down, it uses VHS-C 
cassettes and records only at the stan- 
dard speed, using a standard-size 62mm 
video cylinder. The 30-minute VHS-C 
recording time isn’t considered a draw- 
back with this high-tech camcorder, al- 
though it would be with a consumer 
camcorder. 

If there’s any doubt that S-VHS has 
proven itself a worthwhile medium, you 
need look no further than some of the 
TV stations around the country. While 
most of the big-buck network affiliates 
remain wedded to pricey formats like 
Betacam and M-II, some of the smaller 
stations, such as KDOC in Anaheim, 
California, have found that S-VHS is 
more than adequate for their purposes. 
After dubbing their entire tape library 
from 3/4-inch to S-VHS a few years ago, 
they dumped their aging U-format 
VTRs and switched to Panasonic’s in- 
dustrial S-VHS decks. They even do 
their newsgathering on S-VHS. 

For many consumers, the benefits of 
S-VHS, whether in VCRs or cam- 
corders, do not seem to justify the added 
expense. Finally realizing this, manufac- 
turers are beginning to respond with less 
expensive S-VHS decks, like Pan- 
asonic’s new PVS-4080 for $829. Cam- 
corder prices are also coming down, now 
that there’s a wider selection of models 
and formats to choose among. 

Quality video, in any format, has al- 
ways been a tough sell, and the differ- 
ences between plain VHS and S-VHS 
may not be glaring enough to entice new 
buyers. But JVC may have an answer for 
this as well, and is said to be readying a 
“new and improved” S-VHS, called the 
Mark II, for delivery next year. Expect to 
see this latest refinement offer digital hi- 
fi audio to raise format quality to even

cold-water pipe outside the house and 
adding a lightning arrestor in-line with 
the antenna lead-in cable. If a water 
pipe is not accessible, pound a long cop- 
per rod into the ground and attach the 
grounding wire. You can buy grounding 
wire and rods at Radio Shack and at 
most television shops. 


SAFETY FIRST 

When installing an antenna, work 
only during fair weather, never in the 
rain or during a storm. Unless the anten- 
na and the mast are small, enlist the 
help of a friend or a family member. 
Using the buddy system is your best 
hedge against injury. Be particularly 
wary of overhead telephone and power 
wires, and position the antenna so that 
it cannot hit any overhead wiring if it 
falls. Stay away from electrical wires 
when installing the antenna; if you 
touch a high-voltage wire while holding 
the antenna, you'll be electrocuted. This 
happens more frequently than one 
would think. 

Carefully route the lead-in cable 
from the antenna to your television set 
to avoid slack and follow the natural 
contours of your home. Bring the cable 
into the house by drilling a hole through 
the wall. Use a cable lead-in tube (avail- 
able at most electronics stores) to route 
the cable into the house. Apply RTV sil- 
icone sealant all around the opening to 
keep out moisture. 

For a truly professional job, form a 
small loop with the cable before it enters 
the house. This way, water will bead 
down the cable and drop off the end of 
the loop, rather than seep into your 
house through the wall. You can learn 
more about installing TV antennas from 
Antennas: Selection and Installation, a 
handy book, available at Radio Shack, 
that covers everything you need to know 
to do the job right. 

After your antenna is installed, 
check it out by tuning in all the stations 
one by one. Note the signal quality, both 
picture and sound, on a piece of paper. 
Then, as you make fine-tuning adjust- 
ments, you can compare the results with 
your notes to make sure you are improv- 
ing the reception, not making it worse.

MAIL-ORDER BILL OF RIGHTS 


Under federal law, if you order ad- 
vertised merchandise by mail, the adver- 
tiser must ship your order when prom- 
ised in the advertisement—or, if no de- 
livery date is promised, within 30 days 
of receiving your order.

What's all this talk about laserdiscs? 
Here's a format that’s been successfully 
ignored by most manufacturers, retailers 
and shoppers for a dozen years, but re- 
fuses to fade away. The situation is prac- 
tically an insult to the wisdom of the 
mass market. 

By any marketing yardstick, laser- 
discs should have long ago been interred 
in the consumer electronics graveyard. 
One disc format was, in fact, when RCA 
pulled the plug in 1984 on its CED pro- 
ject (which is to today’s laserdisc players 
what a Ford Escort is to a Lotus). Some- 
how, laserdiscs have defied neglect. 
Even though shoppers have avoided it in 
droves, Pioneer and a few other vision- 
ary companies continued to introduce 
new models throughout the ’80s, carry- 
ing the banner as if somebody cared. 

A few did. About 300,000 homes 
have laserdisc players. But that’s less 
than one percent of the 63 million 
homes with one or more VCRs. 

In the face of such unpopularity, 
isn’t it time for laser companies to throw 
in the towel? After all, the public has 
spoken and what it has said, to judge by 
ye spending habits, is something like 
tnis: 

e We don't care about picture quality. 
So what if VHS gives us less horizontal 
resolution? We can still make out the re- 
ally important stuff. 

e We don’t care about sound quality. 
Movies on laserdisc boast soundtracks as 
clear as compact discs, but we do not 
find this inspiring. Anyway, it would be 
too much trouble to hook the things up 
to amplifiers. 

e We don't care if the software is dura- 
ble. Nothing is worth watching more 
than once, except maybe Gone With the 
Wind. If we want a movie for keeps, we'll 
just tape it the next time it’s on cable. 

e We want to spend as little as possible. 
We can get a blank tape for $3 and a 
VCR for $250. Why not get the cheap-

Retailers can claim a good chunk of 
the credit for keeping laserdiscs a virtual 
secret. Their durability and quality re- 
quire a measure of knowledgeable expla- 
nation, but this kind of salesmanship 
isn't reflected promptly in the bottom 
line. Besides, who has the time when 
people are lining up for VCRs? 

The laserdisc player was left to fend 
for itself, banished to the back end of a 
long display shelf, looking like any other 
black box, but burdened with a price 
sticker several hundred dollars above 
those of bargain-basement VHS VCRs. 
Without a monitor or a projection TV 
hookup to show what was going on in- 
side their unremarkable exteriors, laser- 
disc players created no impression. Or 
rather, they were a mystery, and people 
don’t like to spend money on mysteries. 

Just how little the public knows 
about laserdiscs came to light recently 
when a trade group called the Laserdisc 
Association asked Nielsen Market Re- 
search (the TV ratings company) to 
question consumers about the format. 
While 60 percent of those polled said

est deal in town? they had heard of laserdiscs, only 17 per- 


cent reported ever having seen a laser- 
disc picture. Again, retailers can take 
some credit for keeping store demon- 
strations to a minimum. 

Equally noteworthy was the con- 
sumer’s notion of pricing. Asked what 
they thought a combination LD/CD 
player costs, 32 percent told Nielsen 
they didn’t know, and 28 percent gues- 
sed it was over $1,000 (more than twice 
as much as a low-end unit costs). As for 
the movies themselves, 34 percent 
didn’t know and 25 percent said they 
must cost over $50. Laserdiscs can cost 
that much, but they are the exception. 

Yet, despite widespread indifference 
and misinformation, laser limps along. 
Why? Pioneer and other makers like to 
point out that digital audio, which con- 
sumers do seem to understand and 
crave, opened up the market. The 
much-admired CD and the much- 
scorned LD are cousins—and now that 
one machine can play both formats, vid- 
eo can ride audio’s coattails. 

A more persuasive reason is that the 
300,000 laserdisc owners constitute an 
unusual fraternity. They want quality 
above all else. They want to watch Citi- 
zen Kane or 2001: A Space Odyssey three 
times, maybe even four. Even more ec- 
centric, they want to experience an op- 
era or a ballet in a form that most nearly 
approximates being there. 

When an East Coast mail-order dis- 
tributor of discs, U.S. Laser, surveyed its 
customers this year, the company came 
up with an intriguing portrait. The aver- 
age laserdisc owner, according to the 
survey, is 41 years old and male. He’s had 
his player three years, and he bought 
seven discs in the first month. He 
bought 24 in the first year, and now the 
guy owns 106 discs! 

Clearly, the laser buff is an odd duck. 
Compared to the penny-pinching inhab- 
itants of the VHS world, he’s an irre- 
sponsible spendthrift. Some of the more 
famous ones can even be seen in adver- 
tisements for Pioneer products, fellows 
like Bernardo Bertolucci and George 
Lucas. It just goes to show: Mavericks 
will always be with us. Thank goodness. =
